tentatively scheduled to speak at the above convention on (\ - 5 
August 8, 1966. . I 
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A United Press International Release dated / 

July 27, 1966, indicated that the office of Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy (Democrat - Massachusetts) had confirmed that 
Senator Kennedy had also agreed to speak at the above f), 

convention on August 8, 1966. This Release indicated that 
Senator James O. Eastland (Democrat - Mississippi) sharply 
criticized Senator Kennedy.for agreeing to speak at this * 
convention. 

*o (/.In view-of the possibility that there may be 
a demonstration in connection with the appearance of 
Vic.e President Humphrey and Senator Kennedy at this convention 
and the possibility of resultant violence, it is fel t 
desirable* to alert Jackson Office to these possibilities 
and instruct that office to immediately advise the Bureau 
and appropriate local Representatives of Government agencies, 

I including Secret Service of all pertinent developments.

^/pn July 28, 1966, a second confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, adyise-d 
while in Chicago Carmichael is to be escorted by members of 
the DDJ. Carmichael is to hold a meeting at the United 
Packinghouse Workers Hall this evening, where members of 
the DDJ are to be present. The source could furnish no 
additional information. 


July 28, 1966, a third confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advise < ^X)\-li 
Stokely Carmichael, rational chairman of SNCC, is in Chlc&#> V 
this dateand plans to meet in the very near future with 
Elijah Muhammad, Chicago basedleader of the Nation of Islam 
(NOI), for purposes of discussing ways their respective 
organizations might, work together. Carmichael revealed his 
intentions to meet Muhammad during a video-taping session for 
"Ku $3 Show” which is presented on channel 7, ABC-TV, Chicago. 
The source stated Carmichael is presently on a speaking 
tour defining the term "black power", and how it relates 
to the future of the Neg^o. . Carmichael emphasized at 
'this session that SNCC has•not called for "separatism", out 
that he did not want SNCC to .join the mainstream of American 
society "to join the mainstream is to become white".

^On July .28, 1966, a fourth confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised, 
as follows concerning a SNCC sponsored meeting at the 
United Packinghouse Workers Hall, 4859 South Wabash, Chicago, 
on this date: 


The meeting began at approximately 8:45 p.j?., with 
a packed house, who paid $2.00 for admission. The audience 
was mostly Negro and included adults and youths.

Lou House, local radio announcer and disc jockey 
who acted as the master of ceremonies for the meeting 

Also present were four members of the DDJ, 
two stood on the platform and two acted as floor guards. 

They were not identified by name. 

Carmichael, the main speaker, proclaimed his 
pride in being black, and- called for Chicago youths to end 
fighting among themselves. He praised'IBiack Muslims''and 
stated SNCC and the Muslims should becone better acquainted. 
Concerning Elijah Muhammad, Carmichael lauded him as a 
leader of a black race of people, and his followers are 
true Muslims not'Black Muslims!' as labeled by the white man. 
He stressed that he and SNCC would become better acquainted 
with the Muslims. 

In summary, Carmichael’s speech and other speeches 
centered around an explanation of the term "black power", 
and why Negroes needed black power. Carmichael pointed 
out the need for black power is generated by injustices and 
oppressions brought to bear on the black man by society. 

Lawrence Landry, another speaker, spoke briefly 
on the Negroes’ plight in Chicago. He expressed accord with 
Stokely’s ideacfthe Negroes nsed for black power.

Another speaker, Dick Gregory, during his speech 
read a writing which indicated injustices befalling Negroes 
today would be reversed and befall the white man one day soon. 

Gregory also mentioned recent Chicago rioting 
directly a,ffected the stock market. -In explanation, he 
stated that grocers in the ri'ot area instead of ordering 
40 cans: of beans, now they order two for he- (the grocer) 
knows not when the Negro may strike again. 

The source pointed out during all speeches there 
was no mention of national or Chicago SNCC’s future plans. 

To the best of sources recollection, the words 
civil rights were not used during the entire meeting, 
however, appeal! was continuously made fob a "black power" 
movement on agnation wide basis. 


It was also noted by the source that seven or 
eight unidentified teenage Negro youths, typical of Chicago’s 
youth gang members, continually applauded and spoke out 
in agreement with all speakers. 


On July 29, 1966, a fifth confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 


Elijah Muhammad, as of July 29, 1966, has not had contact 
with Stokely Carmichael. Carmichael has not responded to 
Muhammad’s call in early”: July, 1966, for a summit meeting of 


Negro leaders. Carmichael's public announcement in Chicag 


late yesterday to meet with Muhammad was news 


to Muhammad. 


Regarding the above-mentioned Muhammad call for a 
summit meeting, Roy Wilkins, National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP), national head, 
responded to same by letter and in effect said Muhammad’s 
idea was good, but a meeting was not feasible at this time. 

It is believed Floyd B, Me Kissick, director, Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE) replied to Muhammad’s letter also in 
effect the same as Wilkins did, according to the fifth source^

A sixth confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on July 29, 1966, that on July 
28, 1966, Stokely Carmichael had a conversation with a. Young 
Socialist Alliance - Chicago {YSA - C) member in which Carmichael 
said he was very angry with the YSA and the way they were handling 
the Black Panther Party. Carmichael said he dies not want the 
YSA pushing for the development of the Black Panther Parties and 
does not want the YSA supporting his political development. 

Qarmichael feels the YSA is making money selling Black Power 
buttons and that SNCC is not getting any of this money. Car¬ 
michael said he is going to New York City in the near future 
and he will then bring up the matter with the YSA National Off fa 

A characterization of the YSA and YSA - C are to be found 
in latter pages. Sources utilized therein are all reliable, 

. On July 2S, 1966, a seventh confidential source, who 

has furnished reliable information in the past, advised arriving 
at the United Packing House Workers Hall at approximately 10:00 
p. m., July 28, 1966, a meeting was turning out, which had 
featured Stokely Carmichael as the main speaker. The source learned 
a private party was given later^at the residence of Lawrence 
Landry in Carmich&e?..'s honor.' 




Among other guests, the following were related, to have 
been present: Juan Stokely Carmichael, accompanied by two Negro 
males and one Negro female, who came to Chicago wit b him. Fats 
LNU Negro male, approximately 41 years of age and admitted 
member of the DDJ, Brenda Mcintire and her sister, Mclntire’s 
affiliated with Westside ACT, Jimmy Nylon, also associated with 
Westside ACT, William "Willie" Kayman, also known as Billy, 
associated with Westside ACT. The source understands the 
party was mostly social in ziature. Landry attempted to explain 
to Carmichael what happened on Chicago’s- Westside during the 
recent riots in Chicago. However, Carmichael, as a result of 
consuming alcoholic beverages, became.slightly inebriated and not 
too attentative.

Carmichael said he also was seeking a meeting 'in 
the very near future* with Elijah Muhammad, leader 
of the Black Muslims. 

"Dr, King Undecided 

"After the meeting with Dr. King, Carmichael said 
the Nobel Peace Prime winner had'agreed' to‘attend the 
Washington conference, but Dr. King later said he had 
not yet accepted. 

"’I will have to take it up with'my board,’ Dr. 

King said. ’If the meeting came about, it would have 
to be a united effort.’ 

"Carmichael’s meeting with Dr, King took place at 
the offices of the Co-ordinating Council’ of Community 
Organisations. When he was asked what had‘gone on, 
Carmichael told a reporteg: 'That meeting was'not public.' 

"Although the Black Muslims have been'characterized - 
as an anti-white 'hate* group seeking an independent, all- 
Negro nation, Carmichael' said he would' try‘to discuss‘ways 
in which his grup and the Muslims could work together.*

Y/orkers union hall, 4859'S. Wabash, drew a mostly Negro 
audience of more than 1,000. • .

"’A black mercenary goes to Viet Nam and gets shot 
and-when they bring him home they won’t bury him in his 
own. home town. ’ 


’"We’ve got to get the strength so when'they 
ask'us to fight their war, we can say, ’Hell, no.’* 

"On the subject of non-violence, which has been 
extensively debated since the ’black power’ slogan 
was uttered, Carmichael said: 

,n We 1 ve got to get nonviolent among ourselves first. 
We've got s to move so we don’t cut each other up on 
Friday nights. We’ve got to say to our young people,

He said he is co-chairman of the Planning 
Committee for the"SGI£ Convention scheduled to be held in 
Jackson from August 8, through August 11, 1966, and the 
Pratt Memorial Church will be the convention headquarters. 

He said he is disturbed over the fact that approximately 
two days ago U. S. Senator James 0. Eastland from Mississippi, 
and Uo S. Representative Thomas 6. Abemethy from Mississippi, 
had publicity attacked the plans of scheduling a convention 
of the SCLC in Jackspn. He said Eastland had charged that 
Dr. Martin Luther King and his followers had recently 
scheduled the convention in Mississippi to divert attention 
from riot-torn Northern cities. Johnson stated that 
Jackson was selected as the site of the SCLC Convention 
approximately one year ago, long’ before the difficulties in 
Chicago, New York, or Cleveland arose. 

Johnson advised that he intended to contact the 
editors of the two Jackson daily newspapers and attempt to 
correct the statements made by Senator Eastland and Congress¬ 
man Abemethy.

A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised on August 4, 1966 that information 
had been received from the National Headquarters of the 
W.E.B, Du Bois Clubs of America (DCA) (See Appendix) in 
Chicago, Illinois, that the demonstration to be held by 
the DCA in Washington, D, C., on August 27, 28, 1966 for 
"peace, freedom and jobs" will be on a smaller scale than 
originally planned. 

Source stated that the demonstration is now 
planned to be in the form of a "Poor Peoples' Conference" 
with emphasis placed on the Negro and other minority groups.

The M Chicago Sun Times”, a daily Chicago 
newspaper, edition of August 4, 1966, contained an 
article concerning the demonstration apd brief disturbance 
of the previous evening in the Belmont *» Cragin area” 
stating that police and tauting whites had engaged 
in a shoving match during the course of the demonstration 
through the Belmont - Cragin area by some 250 civil rights 
marchers. The marchers were protected by some 200 
police officers who cleared the way for them during the 
course of the march often through crowds of onlooking 
neighborhood whites. One of the policemen involved, 
was subsequently treated at St. Anne's Hospital, nearby, 
for minor injuries after he was struck on the back 
and arm by rocks thrown by some of these onlookers. 

Captain John Mulchrune, Commander of the 
Police Department Task Force group, detailed to the 
area, in comparing the recent west side Chicago riots 
with the two days of activity in Belmont - Cragin stated 
”0n the west side those people were intent on property, 
here there* re intent on getting people. . , if we don , t 
put them down now, it will be out of our hands before 
we knpw it.” 

The article continued that after the marchers

A source advised on November 14, 1960, that on that 
date a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of organizing a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
which maintains headquarters, in Arlington, Virginia. GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of 
this meeting. 

On May 22, 1962, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self-identified 
as lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago 
is to a degree autonomous although it remains subject to the 
final authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National 
Headquarters» 

A second source advised on January 6, 1966, that 
the Chicago branch of the ANP is currently located at 1314 
West Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois.

It related that the American Nasi Party (ANP) 
is trying to organise- a white self defense organization in 
the same neighborhood where the SCLC organization conducted 
a march on August 5, 1966. The article quoted Ericka Himmler, 
described as a -Party official, as saying "This'organization 
( ; the White Guard) is intended for self defense. We are not 
out to attack anyone, “but to defend ourselves, our families 
"and our neighborhoods.'" She stated that armed Party members ' 
would circulate throughout the Gage Park area August 14, 1966, 
distributing literature about'the White Guard. "In areas 
like this". Miss Himmler said, "we find that there are people 
who are generally sympathetic to our beliefs and will receive 
this literature favorably." 

She said new recruits would carry arms but only for 
use in self defense.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD§UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN-ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time' the World", copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader", a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL f s Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes;, and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive' azid dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to'the "Stormtrooper’s Manual", an official’ 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the'people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and- fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the’ votes off the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the'November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

King was the featured speaker, calling ia his remarks 
for adherence to the principle of non-violence within the civil 
rights movement and referring in critical fashion to the position 
of some segments of the civil rights movement which today are 
calling for a more militant approach to the solution of civil 
rights problems.

Concerning 
King’s meeting with those individuals referred to above, the 
"Chicago Sun Times;’ a daily Chicago newspaper, edition of 
August 5, 1966, advised that King had met with these political 
leadersc£ the Negro community.: for some three hours. Generally 
discussed had been King’s "open-city demands" made previously 
and after this meeting, King and these political leaders stated 
that they plann to hold future such sessions to discuss Chicago’s 
problems, the second meeting scheduled for August 25, 1966. 


The article continued that in a joint press conference 
after the meeting, the civil rights and political figures 
declined to discuss the substance of their talk but stated that . 
substantial agreement was reached on the need for such matters 
as open-occupancy legislation, availability of bank loans to 
Negroes and greater control over buildiig standards. The political 
leaders were said to have agreed that public housing in the 
future should be dispersed throughout the city and not concentrate 
in ghetto neighborhoods. It was also reportedly stated that 
unions, businesses, and governmental agencies should publish 
racial head counts of their employees.

White Party(UWP) was organised at a convention held in KnoxvilTe 


Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. A n article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont,” a newspaper of 


Greenville, North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a 
new political party, to be known as the United White Party.” 




According to the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, a t which many Klapsmen were 


represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race 
mixing organisations and individuals," 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official facial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and file 
"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner of 
the National States Rights Party," with national offices at Post 
Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organisations and notorious 
anti-Semites. 


Issue No, 19, dated June, I960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
Changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Ppst Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama.

Chief Barloga was to meet at 3:00 PM on August 9, 1966, 
with Sheriff Richard Ogilvie and Captain Clyde J, Vasconcellos, 
Illinois State Police. The latter have offered up to 500 men 
on 24-hour notice. The number of men and equipment to be offered 
by Sheriff Ogilvie was to be determined during the afternoon. 
Superintendent Barloga is to meet Superintendent Orlando W. 
Wilson, Chicago Police Department, at 10:00 AM, August 12, 

1966, to discuss possible help. The appointment will take 
place earlier should a inarch or incident occur prior to that 
time. Motorola Radio Corporation volunteered all portable 
radio equipment needed if extra police are 'brought into the 
area as-the result of a demonstration or disturbance. 


Superintendent Barloga said his department has not 
been contacted by officials of the SCIC relative to any proposed 
demonstration. 


His opinion as to the reaction if marchers appear in 
Cicero would be that residents would be x orderly if he is able 
to show substantial police force and he believes order could 
be maintained. However, if he has only 60 policemen available 
for controlling the situation, he believed it could fee chaotic. 


He said he was not aware of any rumors indicating 
violent reaction on the part of residents of Cicero if a 
demonstration occurs. He stated that citizens who have 
called regarding the march have been advised to remain in 
their homes and to ignore marchers if a march occurs. 

Superintendent Barloga stated that as the result of 
a partial city board meeting held August 9, 1966, it was 
decided to waive the requirement for a permit and to allow 
peaceful assembly at any time.

The "Chicago Daily News" of August 9, 1966, contained 
an article indicating that civil rights leaders in Chicago had 
planned protest marches for the current week into white 
suburban Cicero, Illinois, and the "Bogan” area on the Southwest 
Side of Chicago. The Bogan area, located south of the Chicago 
Lawn area, where a inarch was held August 5, 1986, is considered 
the area bounded by Western Avenue (2400 West) on the east, 
Cicero Avenue (4800 West) on the west, 75th Street on the north, 
and 87th Street on the south. 

Reverend James Bevel, Aid to Doctor Martin Luther 
King, Jr., in the SCLC, was quoted as stating that marchers 
would go into Cicero and the Bogan area during the week and 
he called the Cicero march "a challenge." He was quoted as 
stating the group would go into Cicero even if residents buy 
guns. 


The article indicated the action for this week 
included a march on Wednesday, August 10, 1966, at 2:00 PM 
from Warren Avenue Congregational Church located at 3101 West 
Warren Boulevard to an unannounced destination, and a rally 
for Thursday, August 11, 1966, at 8:00 PM at the Greater 
Mount Hope Baptist Church, 6034 South Px’inceton, Chicago.

He knew of no planned opposition, stating that it 
would be spontaneous on the part of a large majority of Cicero 
residents. He said he had attended a meeting of the Rotary 
International on August 9, 1966, and some unidentified local , 
businessmen who were present were heard to talk of carrying 
personal firearms and they felt the time had come to use them. 









Chief of Police Frank Koller, Berwyn, Illinois, 
adjacent community to Cicero, advised on August 9, 1966, he 
was aware of the publicized intentions of civil rights demon¬ 
strators to march in Cicero* He had been in touch with Superintendent 
of Police Barloga, Cicero, Illinois, and said he would assist the 
Cicero Police in the event of a march. He said he had cancelled 
all days off for his department and it would go to 12-hour shifts 
if demonstrations or disturbances occur. He has 52 patrolmen plus 
100 police reserves. He estimated he could actually have'60 men on 
a given 12-hour shift. He said his equipment included eight radio- 
equipped cars and three radio-equipped three-wheelers. 

Chief Koller favored calling the National Guard if it 
were needed to maintain order rather than placing reliance upon 
personnel of the Sheriff of Cook County or the Illinois State 
Police since these personnel would be detached for any other 
situation which might arise. He believed adequate personnel for 
the march would result in an orderly march in Berwyn should one 
occur within that community, but he would consider the situation 
would be tense. 

The article in the "Chicago Daily News,” mentioned 
previously, quoted Superintendent of Police Barloga as stating 
that civil rights marchers would be arrested unless they obtained 
a permit for a demonstration and he cited as authority a town 
ordinance which required anybody to apply for a permit 30 days 
before any march or public procession. 

Chief Barloga has advised that a decision as to the 
necessity for a permit will be reserved until information has 
been received a march has been scheduled and includes the number 
of marchers involved. He stated he believed the necessity for 

a permit would be waived should a march occur. This was subsequent 
to his earlier statement and. after the above-article appeared. 

The "Chicago*s American," August 9, 1966, carried a 
headline indicating Cook County Sheriff Richard Ogilvie was 
moving to stop a fights march in Cicero and he was quoted as 
stating he would do anything in his power to stop it. The 
article indicated if any effort including that by Ogilvie to 
stop a march was not successful, Ogilvie would appeal to the 
Governor of Illinois, Otto Kerner, to activate the National 
Guard.

Levison said the agency had 
not charged their usual 15 per cent commission. 

In considering the advertisement in question, Levison 
said he knew of one donation in the amount of $5*000, which 
resulted from the appeal.

King said there would probably be a meeting on Monday 
to consider bills owed by the SCLC. In that regard. King said 
the SCLC had been "kind of out financially and the Convention 
knocked us out even more".

In an effort to console King, Levison said as a result 
of a mailing to contributors there should be funds in a few 
days.

Hf? said the Chicago NSRP was not attempting to have citizens 
arm themselves, although several NSRP members had personal 
weapons for their own,protection and use. He stated NSRP 
had not purchased any guns. He also said that since the earlier 
disturbance in the Gage Park area, (referring to the incidents 
of the night of July 3X, 1966), inquiries concerning NSRP had 
been made and there Y>ere increased mailings of literature to 
persons expressing interest. He said NSRP had no plan to 
"get Martin Luther King" and stated this was an unfounded rumor. 

He said NSRP believes in segregation and, therefore, they are 
attempting to unite white people to stop any integration movement. 

Executive Director Peter Martinez, Organization for 
Southwest Community, an organization seeking to improve relations 
between vax'ious ethnic groups in the southwest area of Chicago, 
and located at 737 West 79th Street', Chicago, advised on August 
5, 1966, that continued marches by civil rights demonstrators 
into the surrounding white residents' area would result in new 
violence and resistance by : those residents. His opinion was 
that police would have difficulty preventing acts of violence 
because of the number of persons opposed to the persons or 
demonstrators in the area. He claimed to know of no organized 
group or individual seeking to cause violence. Ke understood 
demonstrations were to be extended into the Bogan area of Chicago, 
(area boardered on the east by Western Avenue, 2400 west; on the 
west by Cicero Avenue, 4800 west; 75th Street on the north and 
87th Street on the south). Martinez stated he attended a meeting 
of community groups representing the Bogan area on August 4, 1966, 
where the demonstrations being held were discussed and attempts 
made to prepare the community for them.

Walcott,'described as spokesman for the Murray 
Park Improvement Association, was reported to have told a 
meeting on August 5, 1966, at 5917 South Pulaski, that whites 
will march "in the other direction" unless Doctor Martin Luther 
King, Jr., ceased his marches. He was described as speaking to 
500 cheering whites at a special meeting where it was said methods 
would have to be found to curtail the financing to Dr. King's 
activities here. Douglas was said to have urged whites to stay 
home and ignore the Negro and white civil rights demonstrators. 

It was stated that he was backed in his plea by State Representative 
Walter Me Avoy, State Senator John Lanigan and State Representative 
Carl Kleinall Republicans who live in or near the "strife-torn 
Chicago Lawn neighborhood". The article .said that many members 
of the Chicago Lawn Civic Association also attended the meeting. 

The Chicago "Sun-Times, August 7, 1966, reported 
that in an article that ten persons were fined on charges growing 
out of violence that erupted Friday in the Chicago Lawn - Gage 
Park area. Doctor Martin Luther King was said to have departed 
for Atlanta, Georgia, 'Saturday, August 6, 1966, and was not to 
return to Chicago until Thursday, August 11, 1966, after the convention 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference in Jackson, Mississippi. 

At the court appearances on Saturday, August 6, 1966, 

41 of 43 arrested during the disorders Friday were told by 
Magistrate Ben Edelstein "We cannot tolerate people interfering?

According to Meredith Gilbert, Lawndale Union to End 
Slums, 1337 South Menard, Chicago, he was told on August 7, 1966, 
by Joe Davis of the "Center”, presumably the New Friendship 'Baptist 
Church, 844 West 71st Street, that Davis had received an anonymous 
telephone call saying that on the occasion of the next march 
unidentified persons would blow up the church and ’’they are 
going to get Raby tonight." 


The "Chicago Sun-Times" final edition, August 8, 1966, 
in headlines on page one proclaimed "1,100 in Cragin March; 

Disperse Hecklers," It stated Jeering whites assaulted 1,100 
civil rights marchers with rocks, bottles and cherry-bomb 
firecrackers Sunday. "A total of 500 policemen kept an estimated 
5,000 whites on the opposite side of the street from the marchers." 
The paper mentioned that one white person, unnamed, was put into 
a squad car, blood flowing from a head wound inflicted by a 
police night stick. It said this incident brought cries of 
"police brutality" from the crowd. Policemen were described 
as surging frequently into the "mob" and using their night sticks 
to disperse the counterdemonstrators. The police were said to 
have been aided by rain which fell at the height of the tension.

"professionalism at its best,"

Reverend Jesse Jackson was said to have announced 
there would be no march on Monday, August 8, 1966, but there 
would be a mass meeting at 8:00 PM at 3101 West Warren 
Boulevard when further march plans would be discussed. 

The "Chicago Sun-Times" of August 8, 1966, contained 
an article reflecting a plea by pastors of churches in the 
Chicago Lawn-Gage Park area for peace during civil rights 
demonstrations. 

Outside St. Nicholas of Tolentine and other Roman 
Catholic churches in the area pamphlets were passed out 
criticising those "friendly to communists and criminal causes 
that are bringing chaos to our community resulting in riot, 
property damage and personal injury." 

The article stated that the pamphlet was published 
by the Christians Against Atheistic Communists, 1610 West 
69th."

A fifth Chicago source (who has furnished reliable 
in the past, on August's, 1966, stated that the 
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meeting called by the Property Owners Coordinating Committee 
on August 5, 1966, was held at 5917 South Pulaski, Chicago. 

In addition to the remarks of Walter Douglas, set out previously, 
John Lanigan, Republican State Congressman, spoke and requested 
persons to write letters to their Congressmen and to the 
Governor, protesting open occupancy. He also asked why Mayor 
Daley permits these marchers to march without a permit. Also, 
Carl Klein, Republican State Representative, said he concurred 
with Mr. Lanigan and stated that meetings should be set upt with 
Mayor Daley along with Alderman Healy (13th Ward) relative to 
the marchers in the area. Thomas Sutton, an attorney from 
Princeton, Illinois, possibly identical with the Sutton 
previously described as the proposed chairman of this meeting, 
said he. had assisted in bonding out residents who had been 
arrested earlier in the evening and he would continue to aid 
ihlsugrblijuin any way he could. Walter (Babe) McA'feoy told the 
group that he had been a resident of this community for 40 years 
and did not intend to be pushed out. It was reported he was 
also instrumental in bonding out arrestees of the community 
from the arrests earlier in the evening. 

The actual chairman of the meeting was said to be 
David Sheehan, described as connected with the Chicago Lawn 
Home Owners. He urged the residents of the community to ignore 
the marchers and keep their children in their homes. He asked 
support of the local police department. He then criticized 
the churches and the clergy for their participation and sympathy 
with the demonstrators. He then told the group to think before 
they drop anything into the church collection box. James W. 
Hoffman, described as President of the West Elston Civic 
Association, who resides at 5226 West Homan, was emotional and 
actually in tears when he spoke and said he did not intend to be

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pushed from his neighborhopd and asked the group to unite in 
a common effort to preserve their community.

It was 
determined that Mr. and Mrs, David Sheehan reside at this 
address and it was learned that David Sheehan started the 
organization known as Christians Against Atheistic Communists 
early in 1965 and was the sole head of it. It was learned that 
Mr. and Mrs. Sheehan were members of the John Birch Society 
at the time. 

The "Chicago Daily News" on August 8, 1966, contained 
an article stating six white persons arrested in a disturbance 
in the Cragin-Hanson Park area were fined from $25.00 to $100,00 
by jury court magistrate James Sullivan. Daniel Crooker was 
found guSLty of disorderly conduct and was fined $100.00. Raymond 
Sowa was fined $100.00 and police said he had been passing out 
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anti-Negro leaflets for the NSRP. Salvatore Rossiolle was fined 
$25,00 for resisting an arrest and for disorderly conduct. 
Michael Constanza was fined $25.00 after pleading guilty to 
a charge of disorderly conduct. Robert Sparzynski was fined 
$25,00 after pleading guilty to a disorderly conduct charge 
as was Ernest Walters whose fine amounted to $50,00, Several 
cases were continued to September 8, 1966, because the arresting 
officers were unable to appear in court.

An article ip the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville PiedmQpt," a newspaper of 
Greenville, North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a 
new political party, to be Known as the United White Party," 
According to the article, the party was forced at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klapsmen were 
represented., The ywp was reported as being opposed to all "race 
mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self-* 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National states Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and file 
"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner pf 
the National States Rights Party,*’ with national offices at Post 
office box 201, Jeffersonville, ' Indian*, 

in November, 1958, a source advised that the nsrp is 
composed of past members of KiaU’-type organizations and notorious, 
anti-Semites.’

FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This-Time The World/' copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander,American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. ' 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader/' a 
Richmond, Virginia* daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party tp be chartered in the §tate of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL’S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party, 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
hpadpd by ADOLF HITLER, He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through Speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Storintrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold,, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses'"'; 
Second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to. our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through tbs votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." Accoi'ding to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organi¬ 


zations and individuals." 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites. 


Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSEP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Sox 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt” 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia.

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander,American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia, 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission, This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL’S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party, 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper’s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November,1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

In his book "This Time The World/’ copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN' ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander * American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFEJJS), Arlington, Virginia. ■ 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia,, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day., again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party, 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959. as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER, He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtroooer's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of'ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses”; 
second* "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the? people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September IS, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for powe? and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newJ.y-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket, in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State cl ; Virginia.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957, An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organi¬ 
zations and individuals." 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official facial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites, 


Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69', dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R. 
FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt," is the individual who actually controls the NSRP.

Martin Luther King was reported as stating that the 
civil rights movement would abide by the injunction provisions 
this week, awaiting outcome of a second "summit" meeting 
between civil rights leaders and religious civic and',political 
officials scheduled for Friday, August 26, 1966. King 
reportedly advised if the meeting fails to produce an agreement 
and if the injunction is not previously reversed, "we will have 
no choice but to break it".

Force Unit, advised at 1:00 p,.m., August 21, 1966, the CFM - 
SCLC march was to leave the Liberty Baptist Church, 49th and 
South Park Avenue, at 3:00p,m. via motorcade on the Dan Ryan 
Expressway to 95th Street. They will park their automobiles 
in Eggers Park and continue on the above mentioned route. 
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At 1:45 p.m., August 21, 1966, the Intelligence 
Unit, Chicago Police Department, reported that approximr--elj 
300 to 400 people had gathered at the Liberty Baptist Cr irch 
awaiting the arrival of Dr. King, 

At 2:58 p.m., the Chicago Police Department Ta 
Force reported that approximately 700 people had gathere : 
inside the above church, and approximately 200 to 300 
people were standing by outside. Also, approximately If-, 
automobiles with drivers were standing by outside the cr.'ci 
while the march was being organized. Six people per ca.- vc: • 
being designated. At this time, the Task Force also rej. »rtc ; 
that large crowds were gathering in. the area of the Sout.i 
Deering section, Chicago, along the proposed route of Dr. King's 
march. 

The Chicago Police Department Communications Unit 
advised at 3;30 p.m. that approximately 50 to 60 counter 
demonstrators were congregating at 108th Street and Ewing 
Avenue in the South Deering area, awaiting the marchers. 

Some were carrying placards reading "Rockwell for President" 
and "Down with Cody and his Communist Party" (the latter 
apparently referihg to Archbishop Cody of the Catholic Diocese 
of Chicago). 

At 3:42 p.m. ,the Chicago Police Department,.Communication- 
Unit, reported that Dr. King arrived at the church, and at 3:55 i. 
he was reported to have left the church leading a group of 
approximately 400 persons. 

At 4:20 p.m., August 2j), 1966, above reported a 
caravan of 65 cars,with King in the lead car, had left, the 
church, and was heading for the South Deering District. 

As of 4:20 p.m., King's motorcade was heading East bound on 
95th Street, and that 425 persons were estimated in the motorcade. 
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The above unit reported at 4:56 p.m. that the 
procession of cars had arrived at 112th and Avenue E. 

Large crowds pf spectators were also reported as gathering 
at 104th, 106th and 108th and Ewing. Five or six bus loads 
of Police Department officers were dispatched to the scene. 

The Communications Unit advised at 5:23 p.m. the marchers 
had left the area of the parking - lot, and were moving West-to 
Ewing Avenue, A heavy rainstorm had driven most of the people 
off the street in the Deering area.

700 Chicago policemen were committed to patrol the demonstration 
on August 21, 1966, in the South Deering and Marquette Park 
areas. At 6:39 p.m., the Chicago Police Department, Communications 
Unit, reported that the marchers had stopped to pray at the 
Schultz Realty, 104th and Ewing. After they had reached the 
end of the march route at 7:03 p.m., they had turned around and 
were returning to the stadium area. 

As of 7:10 p.m., the Fourth District, Chicago Police 
Department, had reported a total of 17 persons arrested in 
the vicinity of 106th Street and Ewing and Avenue Q since the 
beginning of the march, including three for riding in a car 
displaying swastikas and 14 others as of that time for disorderly 
conduct in failing to respond to police orders. 

As of 7:40 p.m., the marchers had left the staging 
area and the Police Department Task Force reported that police 
personnel had been released as of 7:49 p.m. The Fourth 
District reported that although large crowds of hecklers had 
gathered along the route of the march, there were no serious 
incidents, however, some rock throwing between 105th and '06th 
on Ewing was reported.

Concerning the SCLC march in Evergreen Park, the 
following is noted: 


The Evergreen Park Police Department on August 20, 
1966,advised that it is working with the Illinois State 
Police in this area. The Evergreen Park Police Department 
will have 40 men available, and the Illinois State Police 
160 men. Headquarters for police officers would 'be located 
in a mobile unit at 99th and Kedzie. The route of the 
march was as follows: 


The marchers reportedly would leave their 
automdiles at 95th and Millard. They would walk East on 
the North side of the street to the 2900 block of 95th. 

They would cross to the South side of the street, and 
return West to their automobiles at ,95th and Millard, 

The group would then return in their automobiles to Chicago. 

The Chicago Police Department, Communications Unit, 
reported at 3:42 p.m., August 21, 1966, that a group of 
undetermined number of demonstrators had left the Liberty 
Baptist Church for the Evergreen Park area and their 
anticipated march. At 4:02 p.m., information was received 
from the Illinois State Police at 9.5th and Kedzie, Evergreen

At 5:38 p.m., 25 cars of marchers had arrived a-t the 
National Tea parking lot assembly area, 2000 West 95th Street, 
and the Evergreen Park Police Department reported that another 
group of marchers in automobiles had called from the Evergreen 
Plaza at 95th and Western requesting a police escort to take 
them to the assembly area. As of 5:55 p.m., the assemblage 
of marchers at 2000 West 95th Street had grown to approximately 
300, according to the Sheriff's Office, Homewood, Illinois. 

The Evergreen Park march began shortly after 5:45 p.m. There 
were numerous hecklers lined up along the route of the march. 

At 6:00 p.m., the Evergree.n Park Police Department 
reported that the group of marchers moved East on West 95th 
Street from the parking lot at 95th and Lawndale.

Park on August 21, 1966. Lynch began speaking at about 3:15 P.M. ■ 
at which time there were about 50 persons present but the crowd had 
increased substantially after Lynch began to speak. 
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This speech criticized Martin Luther King for marching 
into the all white areas of' Chicago and attempting to integrate 
these areas. He stated the Jews and Communists are primarily 
responsible for causing the recent racial problems In this country. 
King is responsible for causing the violence in these white areas 
and Lynch called upon the whites to organize in order to stop these 
marches. The white people in these areas should fight back 
against all of the persons who are participating in these marches.

At or hit 
rally, they will have.a march into all Negro areas in CiLc-‘ c 
to show their opposition to integration. He said that 
those who participated in this march should not carry ,y 
weapons because if anything'should happen, they should .et 
the Police Department handle this situation. He also hopes 
to get some Ministers to participate in the march.. The ANP 
will furnish Nazi arm'bands and posters to the marchers and 
he also plans to have 50 men on motorcycles participate in 
the march.

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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 

1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article , the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed tp all "rape mixing organi¬ 
zations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites, 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 
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On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R, 
FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt",/is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No. 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt’ - 
reflects Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt". 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

A source advised on February 8, 1966, that the , 
Chicago Branch of the National States Rights Party (NSRP)is 
located at the NSRP National Bookshop at 2237 North Y/estern 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, The Chicago Branch of the NSRP 
v/as officially opened on December 29, 1S65, when Dr, EDYfARD 
R, FIELDS, National Director of the NSRP, spoke at a rally held 
at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. 

RAYMOND LEO SCHULTZ, an organizer for the Chicago 
Branch of the NSRP, resides at 2237 North Western Avenue, 
Chicago. 

This source also advised that the National Office oi 
the NSRP is- located at Augusta, Georgia, and the Chicago Br; - a :• 
of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the National C :?fic« c 
the NSRP. The NSRP believes that there should not be r; -e 
mixing between whites and Negroes and that Negroes in

The NSRP also believes that the Jewish people are finan'lng 
many of the Negro demonstrations, and, therefore, the J-. .-/ish 
people are responsible for race mixing and the breakdown 
of law and order in the United States.

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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The World”, copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free .Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of ’’The Richmond News Leader”, a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State ofVirginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
"Commission. This action was taken pursuantto an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL’S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP- 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as^an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and presonality in this party; that he is espousing a "line” 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States.and in foreign countries. 
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According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converte 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly—won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

Headquarters. 

A second source advised on January 6, 1966, that 
the Chicago branch of the ANP is currently located at 1314 
West Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois.

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NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC. (NKKK) 

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan's unity of effort 
and activities to establish a National Fund, and a National Secretary, 
and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended by representatives 
of the Federation'of the Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas 
Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia 
Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; 

Association of South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie.Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting at 
Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North Carolina 
and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved and passed 
that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan, 

A second source advised in March, 1964, ;that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 1963 in 
an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in De Kalb County, 
Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, social and benevolent 
order". 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the organ¬ 
ization had issued a statement of its program which indicated the 
organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, anti-Catholic, and anti- 
Foreign born. 

The third source advised in August, 1964, that the 
organization has a headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the day-to-day 
operations are under the direction of James R, Venable, Chairman.

He would then conduct a 
meeting of the ANP at ANP Chicago Headquarters during the 
evening of August 20, 1966, and would conduct a demon¬ 
stration at Marquette Park, Chicago, Illinois, on the 
afternoon of August 21, 1966. 

The above-mentioned source also advised that 
the ANP camper, described as a small pick-up truck with 
camping facilities attached to the rear, would leave 
Arlington, Virginia, en route to Chicago during the 
evening of August 19, 1966, with three members of the 
ANP. The camper had a large sign on the side with the 
words "White Power" located thereon and would be used in 
the demonstration at Marquette Park.

The article further related that, 
as part of the sale agreement, the fenant Action Council ,(TAC) 
agreed to drop its rent strike and picketing against the . 
management and former owner of the .Old Town Garden Apartments 
and that they in turn agreed to drop their eviction suits^and 
other legal actions against the TAC and the striking tenaijiSip* 

The September 9, 1966, issue of .the "Chicago Sun-Times" 
contained an article captioned "Sale of Old Town Garden ^ J- 
Agreed On; Dispute Ended? This article reflected in part that 
an agreement for the sale of the Old £own Garden Apartments, 
announced on September 8, 1966, had brought an end to the battle 
between the tenants and management ©i?er rehabilitation of-i^this 
large .integrated apartment complex. . Under the plan the 
present owner, Hanover Equities .Corporation of New York, agreed 
to sell the property to the CRF, a church .sponsored,non-profit 
organization in Chicago. Hanover Equities Corporation agreed 
to drop all civil and criminal actions against rent-striking 
tenants in exchange for a suspension of the^strike called by 
.the tenants*, organization, the TAG. The article reflected that f 
within the Hext seven days the 'CRF would take, over as manager 
of the property and^itC’quoted the leader of the TAp_ as stating 
that "We have called an end to our rent strike and ; the evicted, 
tenants will move back into their apartments immediately." This 
article indicated that the agreement was a major victory for Dr, 
Martin Luther King, Jr. and his Chicago Freedom Movement who 
had ' recently thrown their support behind the tenants’ group.

The Articles of Incorporation of the Deacons 
of Defense and Justice (DDJ) as on file with the Secretary 
of State* for the State of Louisiana* reflects that the 
Deacons of Defense and Justice, Incorporated is a Louisiana 
corporation domiciled at Jonesboro, Louisiana. The location 
and business office address of its registered office shall 
be Amos Service Station (rear), Beach Spring Road, 

Drawer B. Jonesboro, Louisiana. 

"This corporation is organized for the following 
purposes and to carry on the following purposes: 

To instruct, train, "teach and educate Citizens 
of the United States and especially minority groups in 
the fundamental principals of the republican form of 
government and our democratic way of life; fo instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the provisions of 
the constitution and laws of the United States and the 
State of Louisiana, as well as the constitution and laws of 
any other state wherein this corporation may operate; to instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the use, value, 
and purpose of the ballot and the right to vote; to instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons as to the duties and 
responsibilities of good citizenship relative to the obligation 
and duties of the community to the citizen: to further instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the value of economic 
security and in the effective use of their spending power; 
to inspire in said persons a sense of responsibility and to develop 
leadership. This corporation has for its further purpose, and is 
dedicated to, the defense of the civil rights, property rights and 
personal rights of said people and will defend said rights by any 
and all honorable and legal means to the end that justice may be 
obtained. This corporation may establish chapters and conduct its 
business at any place in this State and elsewhere as permitted y aw 
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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The World." copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander,American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. : 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which pi'ohibits uqe of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL’S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses'*? 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the nev/ly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November,1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia. 
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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, 
CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 


A source advised on November 14, 1960, that on that 
d^te a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for .the purpose 
of organising a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party(ANP) 
which maintains headquarters in Arlington, Virginia. GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this 
meeting. 


On May 22, 1966, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self-identified as 
lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is 
to a degree autonomous although it remains subject to the final 
authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National 
Headquarters. 

A second source adyised pn January 6, 1966, that 
the Chicago branch of the ANP is currently located at 1314

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., KNIGHTS 
OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate charter 
on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the name United 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United' 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the 
split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has 
the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the 
races. 


The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inp., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several Southern cities. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The 
second source said the name was changed by a resolution adopted 
at the National Klonvocation held Jply 8, 1961,at Indian Springs, 
Georgia. 


The second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the 
Klaverns of the U.S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan merged 
with the United Klans of America, Inc,, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP)

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organised at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957, An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont,” a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported ’’the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party.” According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Kiansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all ’’race mixing organi¬ 
zations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters” had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a spui’ce advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klap-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites, 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Pc-st Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia.

The Chicago Branch of the NSRP was officially opened 
on December 29, 1965, when Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, National Director 
of the NSRP, spoke at- a rally held at 2237 North Western Avenue, 
Chicago. 

RAYMOND LEO SCHULT&, an-organizer for the Chicago 
Branch of the NSRP, resides? ^i-^23-7 North Western Avenue,’ Chicago. 

This source also^ajivi&sjd-that the National Office of 
the NSRP is located at Aug^tafcJ.-^&^rgia, and the Chicago Branch 
of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the National Office of 
the NSRP. The NSRP believes that there should not be race mixing 
between whites and Negroes and"tfyat Negroes in the.United States 
by conducting demonstrations and causing riots are causing a break¬ 
down of law and order in.the United States. The NSRP also believes 
that the Jewish people are financing many of the Negro demonstra¬ 
tions, and,therefore, the Jewish people are responsible for race 
miximg and the breakdown of lav/ and order in the United States. 

The NSRP believes that the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed 
in their attempts to have integration between whites and Negroes. 
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A source advised that on May 22, I960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux KX&n met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan’s unity of effort 
and activities to establish a National Fi&nd, and a National Secretary, 
and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended by representatives 
of the Federation of the Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas 
Klans. Ax'kansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia 
Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; 

Association of Sotsth Carolina Klans 9 South Carolina \ Dixie Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting at 
Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North Carolina 
and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved and passed 
that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period of 1960 to 1963 in 
an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter 'in De Kalb.County, 
Georgia November 1, 1963, under the name National Knights of the 
Ku Klux*Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, social and benevolent 

order". 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the organ¬ 
ization had issued a statement of its program wfeich indicated the 
organization to be anti—Negro, anti—Jewish, anti—Catholic, and anti— 
Foreign born. 

The third source advised in August, 1964, that the 
organization has a headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the day-to-day 
operations are under the direction of James R. Venable, Chairman. 
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Enclosed for the Bureau are 15 copies of a letter¬ 
head memorandum regarding captioned matter. One copy is be¬ 
ing furnished Atlanta, Los Angeles and Savannah.

Superintendent, Chicago Police Department, advised on 
August 25, 1966, that the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) demonstration for that date would be held 
in the area of Hanson Park in the Belmont-Cragin area of 
Chicago. Demonstrators were to assemble at 2:30 p.m. at 
3101 West Warren Boulevard, where a meeting would be held 
and the group would proceed to Hanson Park. They were to 
wait at the Fark until 6:30 p.m,, and conduct a march until 
sunset. The line of march was to be: 

North on Central to Fullerton, East on Fullerton 
to Laramie, South on Laramie to Palmer, West on Palmer to 
Lemon, North on'Lemon to Fullerton, West on Fullerton to 
Central, thence to the Park.

, I want to thank the Chicago Conference on Religion and Race fo. a c 
initiative in convening this conference. I believe I express the -rec. 
the entire community in thanking the civic, business, labor, religious, and c - 
rights leaders who are present today around the conference table to resolvo giv.v.. 
issues that confront us. 

To assist in the constructive resolution of these issues, X personally wioh 
to recommend that we conscientiously consider and seek to agree on the following 
matters, I wish to emphasise that these are proposals aimed at uniting us in a 
common purpose. We seek to open up opportunities throughout the entire metropol 
city and suburb, opportunities for freedom of residence and for all the other 
rights which are every man's inheritance under our law. 

These are the proposals: 

1. Inasmuch as the Circuit Court of Cook County has upheld Chicago’s Fair 
Housing Ordinance the Chicago Real Estate Board recommend to all brokers that th'v 
comply, in letter and spirit, with the ordinance and with Governor Kerner’s rece...

ESTATE BOARD BEFORE-THE MEETING CALLED BY 
THE CONFERENCE ON RACE AND RELIGION 
Wednesday, August 17, 1966 

Responsive to the suggestions made during the August 17 group meeting— 
(he Board of Directors of the Chicago Real Estate Board has authorized this 
statement, 

1. As a leadership organization in Chicago, we state the fundamental princi¬ 
ple that freedom of choice in housing is the right of every citizen. We believe all 
cilizens should accept and honor that principle, 

2. We reiterate our belief that progress in race relations can be produced only 
under a favorable climate—and that the technique of street demonstrations will 
harden bigotry and slow down (he progress. If demonstrations do not terminate 
promptly we may lose control of our membership and be unable to fulfill the 
commitments we have here undertaken, 

3. We have reflected carefully and have decided we will—as a Chicago organi¬ 
zation—withdraw all opposition to (he philosophy of open occupancy legislation 
at the state level—provided it is applicable to owners as well as to brokers—and 
we reserve the right to criticize detail as distinguished from philosophy—and we 
will request the state association of Real Estate Boards to do likewise but we 
cannot dictate to them. 

4. We respond to the Human Relations Commission by stating we will ef¬ 
fectively remind our members it is their duty to obey the Chicago Fair Housing 
Ordinance as their lawyers interpret its meaning. We do not accept the Governor’s 
order as proper and will not ask compliance so long as it is under injunction, We 
accept the Commission’s invitation to appoint a committee to help clarify the 
detailed application and meaning of the ordinance. 

Y/e object to the proposal by the Freedom Movement that the City or Citizens 
engage in testing real estate offices—this is unwarranted harassment. 

5. We cannot sacrifice the principles we have espoused in our objection to the 
constitutionality of the Chicago ordinance—as requested by the Chicago Freedom 
Movement.

Superintendent of Police Joseph Barloga, Cicero, 

Illinois, on August 25, 1966, advised as follows: 

1 

The Cicero officials waived the required 30 days 
notice for a parade permit, and issued it allowing the 
CFM to utilize the entire street during their demonstration. 

He indicated that General Francis P. Kane, 

National Guard Commander, would probably utilize 2500 National 
Guardsmen; the Illinois State Police would utilize 350 men; 
the Cook County Sheriff’s Police would number 50 men; and the 
Cicero Police Department would provide 90 men. 

The Cicero Police Department is to make all arrests 
after any detention by the National Guard, State or County 
Police, and in this connection one Cicero policeman would be in 
each squadrol of the Sheriff's Police. 

Barloga said the National Guard would have its < 
headquarters at the parking lot of the Western Electric 
Company, 4600 West Cermak Road. Communications would be 
coordinated at that headquarters with State, County, and 
Cicero Police radio bands, and there would be a coordinating 
unit also in the headquarters of the Cicero Police to serve 
as a central dispatching unit. 

He also advised that for the past twelve days, 
all Cicero City officials, the Cicero Polio® Department, and 
clergy in the Ciceio-Berwyn area have been urging citizens to 
remain at home during the march, and to give no undue 
attention to the marchers,

He noted that rumors persist concerning the accumulation 
of weapons such as guns and archery sets for possible use against 
demonstrators, Cicero Police Department investigations have not 
substantiated such rumors,-

is unofficially and secretly furnishing various confiscated 
and surplus guns to anyone desiring them. This woman refused 
to reveal her identity, the identity of her £rfiend, or the 
committeeman making this statement. 

Chief'Deputy Elmer Rosin, DuPage County Sheriff'.s 
Office, Wheaton, Illinois, advised on August 23j* 1966,-that 
an official of the Illinois State Police had informed him 
that all archery equipment had been sold within the past 
week in sporting goods stores in Cicero and surrounding areas. 
Deputy Rosin advised that this official said the Illinois 
State Police expect this equipment to be used a'gainst SCLC 
demonstrators, however, no organized group had been identified. 
He said it was learned that the archery equipment might be 
used since the weapon can be fired without sound, and it 
could be used in a crowd without detecting the person firing 
it.

The Louisville Defender, Louisville, Kentucky, a 
weekly newspaper printing news about, and of interest to, 
Negroes in Kentucky, in its August 11, 1966, edition reported 
that the Reverend Ralph Abernathy, Vice President of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), was scheduled 
to be a principal speaker at the apnual convention of the * 
Jefferson County Sunday School Association, August 23 [ - 25* 
1966, in Louisville, Kentucky. Reverend Abernathy was 
scheduled to speak on August 24, i960. 


The Courier Journal, Louisville, Kentucky, a 
newspaper of general circulation, on August 25, i960, reported 
that Reverend Abernathy, speaking at the 43rd Annual Convention 
of the Jefferson County Sunday School Association meetingat^ 
the Zion Baptist Church, 220 West Walnut, Louisville, Kentucky, 
stated that he came to Louisville " 1 to determine whether 
there should be a program here similar to the program In 
Chicago,’” referring to open-housing demonstrations. The 
story noted that an Open-Housing Ordinance, containing 
enforcement provisions, had been proposed during the previous 
week by a. committee of the Louisville Human Relations 
Commission, but that the ordinance had been opposed by the 
Louisville Real Estate Board. ^ 

Reverend Abernathy took issue with Louisville !• i.sjfoi' 
Kenneth A. Schmied, who had earlier said that Louisville doe^. 
not have a ghetto. 


Reverend Abernathy said, "'Louisville is deserving 
of some commendation, but it has not moved fast enough.’ 

He reportedly said that there is net a single city in Am -vie 
that has moved fast.enough and that "’vie are 300 years b-hir . 


The story also" noted that Louisville has an ordi.ni;.■ 
against housing bias, but that the ordinance carries no penalty 
provisions. _ . ___——

23, 1966, advised that a group of 120 demonstrators departed 
3101 West Warren Boulevard, at that hour, by automobile 
escorted by the Chicago Police Department.

Chicago, at 5:20 p.m. There were no incidents enroute but 
police dispersed small groups of from 15 to 20 white youths 
as they gathered in the vicinity of Eggers Woods. The 
demonstrators remained in the Woods during the rush hour 
and at 6:30 p.m. planned to begin a march through the adjacent 
community leci '' by Reverend Jesse Jackson and Reverend James 
Bevel.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF-THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In Ris book "This Time The World/’ copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander,American 
Nasi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFRNS), Arlington, Virginia. / 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader,” a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL 3had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission, This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi” or "National 
Socialism” in a Virginia charter, This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL’S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14,, 1964. a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organised by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, pn February 26, 1959 r as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER, He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; arid that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtroooer l 's Manual,” an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-^won masses.” 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power an.d is cow into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November,1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia. 
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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, 
CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 


A source advised on November 14, 1960, that on that 
date a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of organizing a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party(ANP) 
which maintains headquarters ip Arlington, Virginia. GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this 
meeting* 


On May 22, 1966, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self-identified as 
lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is 
to a degree autonomoqs although it remains subject to the final 
authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National 
Headquarters. 

A second source advised on January 6, 1966, that 
the Chicago branch of the ANP is currently located at 1314 
West Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

A characterization of the national organization

A source advised on February 8, 1966, that the Chicago 
Branch of the National States Rights Party (NSRP) is located at 
the NSRP National Bookshop at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois. The Chicago Branch of the NSRP was officially opened 
on December 29, 1965, when Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, National Director 
of the NSRP, spoke at a rally held at 2237 North Western Avenue, 
Chicago. 

RAYMOND LEO SCHULTZ, an organizer for the Chicago 
Branch of the NS&P, resides at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. 

This source also'-^advised that the National Office of 
the NSRP is .located at Augusta, Georgia, and the Chicago Branch 
of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the National Office of 
the NSRP. The NSRP believes that there should not be race mixing 
between whites and Negroes and that N e S roes ia the United States 
by conducting demonstrations and causing riots are causing a break¬ 
down of law and order in,the U n ii®d States. The NSRP also believes 
that the Jewish people are financing many of the Negro demonstra¬ 
tions, and,therefore, the Jewish people are responsible for race 
miximg and the breakdown of law and order in the United States. 

The NSRP believes that the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed 
in their attempts to have integration between whites and Negroes.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont, M ^a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Kinsmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organi¬ 
zations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt,” self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party,” with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-^type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites, 

Issue No, 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69', dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt’:* 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R. 

FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt," is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No. 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
reflects Dr. EDWARD R, FIELDS to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles attack¬ 
ing Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith,

A source advised that on May 22, 1900, tho National 
Grand Council of the Knights of tho Ku XXux Xian* not. at Atlanta 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan’o unity of effort 
and activities to establish a National Stand, and a National 
Secretary, and to design a now flag. The meeting v/eg attended 
by representatives of the Federation of Xu l\Va:i Klan, Alnbaraa; 
Association of the Itta KXtix Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klau p Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgi 
Knights of the Ku K1 iva IQ an, North Carolina; Association of 
South Carolina Klaus, South Carolina; D:U:io Knights of the Ku 
Xlux in.au, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Tessas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation mooting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1930, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas KX&ns were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their nano be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1934, that several 
mootings of Klan groups v/ero hold during tho'period XS50 to 
1933 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership,_ 

The organisation was granted a charter in DoKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1SG3, under the name National - 
Knights of the Ku Xlux Klan, Inc,, as a “patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order.” 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the

’’The Southern Patriot” was cited as an ’’Organ" 
of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
on the SCHW, June 12, 1947. 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
February 25, 1961,' that the Communist Party is not connected 
with any progressive movement but indirectly they do have . 
some influence in the SCEF. 

A second source, who is familial’ with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the Hey/ Orleans area, 
advised on June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW 
was in existence, Communist Party (CP) members have not been 
encouraged to work in the SCEF. The source stated the 
SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question. 

On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that 
in the past he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual 
Communist Party member, because he followed Communist 
principles. 

The second source advised on May 27, 1963, that 
many people who are officials and members of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists.

The'’Chicago Defender", a South side Chicago Negro 
newspaper., edition of August 4, 1966, contained an article 
pertaining to the captioned matter. The article stated generally 
as follows: 


A new alliance, experimental in nature, between the 
civil rights movement and labor unions has taken place recently 
in Chicago. Tangible evidence of this is the opening of the 
first Commxjnity Union Center in the Lawndale area of Chicago 
where labor representatives and civil rights workers are busily 
organising the C tjnsmittee. 

A store front office at 4002 West Roosevelt Road, 
Chicago, bears the names of two civil rights organisations, 
together with that of the United Automobile Workers and 
the Industrial Union Department of the American Federation 
of Labor - Congress of Industrial Organizations. The purpose 
of this alliance is to organise the unorganized workers, find 
jobs for the unemployed and concentrate on the broad spectrum 
of problems faced by those living in the ghetto* These problems 
included those of housing, education, jobs, health and political 
representation.

The alliance is also to involve itself in the organiza¬ 
tion of tenant councils seeking recognition as collective bargain¬ 
ing agents with real estate agencies,. 

The two civil rights organizations involved in this 
program are the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
and the Coordinating Council of Community Organization', whose 
leaders have been meeting for several months with labor leaders 
such as Walter Reuther,, head of the United Automobile Workers, 
as well as others. 

As the civil rights movement has .shifted its emphasis 
to the North, its direction is increasingly taking the form of 
such alliances as represented in this first Community Union 
Center. The program as it has been organized envisions five 
such centers, two on Chicago's West side, two on the South side 
and one on the near North side. 

The importance of community .organization is central 
to the aims of the program. The Uni. ted--Automobile Workers, 
for example, took two community surveys sn April, 1966, conducted 
in the Woodlawn area on Chicago’s Gojktji side and in the 24th 
Ward area on Chicago’s West side. The surveys determined such 
things as housing conditions, employment status, income and 
whether or not residents were registered to vote. The First 
Community Union Center 1 located in the Lawndale area is staffed 
by a core of 10 civil rights workers, including several indigenous 
people. This number is matched or exceeded by union representatives. 
The alliance is hopeful, however, that within a short time more . 
and more community people will take over leadership positions, 
now filled by these civil rights and labor representatives, 
even to the point of organizing their own unions and negotiating 
their own collective bargaining contracts.

| North Riverside, Illinois, Police 
Department, a Chicago suburb, advised that approximately 15 to 
38 pickets conducted a demonstration before the residence of 
Gilbert Balin, 8527 West Cermak Road in North Riverside from 
approximately 6:35 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on this date. The pickets 
were led by the Reverend William Briggs, associated with the 
CFM, and approximately five t o ten neighborhood spect ators 
observed this demonstration. I advised 

that this demonstration took place in an orderly manner with no 
incidents or arrests. This picketing was protesting the alleged 
ownership by Balin.of so-called slum tenement dwellings on 
Chicago’s west side. 


On September 17, 1966, a confidential source who has 
furnished reliable information in the past advised at 1 p.m. 
that a demonstration began in front'of Saks Fifth Avenue, 669 
North Michigan Avenue, Chicago, at approximately 11 a.m. on 
this date. Some thirty t© forty demonstrators were picketing 
outside the store here and were distributing leaflets critical 
of the store’s management to deal with representatives of its 
employees in connection with labor“management relations. The 
leaflets additionally called for the support of all store 
employees in their fight to win union recognition and collective 
bargaining rights. The store customers were being asked by 
demonstrators hat to patronize Saks Fifth Avenue. 
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The above source advised at 4;30 p.m. that the 
group of demonstrators before Saks Fifth Avenue terminated their 
activities at 4 p.m. with no incidents or arrests throughout 
the affair.

the "Chicago Tribune", a daily .Chicago newspaper, edition of 
September 16, 1966, reflected that King appeared at a rally at j 

6034 South Princeton Avenue, the Greater Mount Hope Baptist Church, 
the evening of September 15, 1966. This article reflected that 
King revealed plans at the rally to make Chicago’s Loop stores the 
target of future civil rights demonstrations in an effort to find 
more and better jobs for Negroes. The rising unemployment rate 
among Negroes prompts the CFM to begin its economic phase in 
Chicago. Another goal of the CFM will be to organize Negro 
employees of large stores into unions as a way of improving wages. 

"No buying” compaigns may also be utilized to help accomplish 
these objectives. "I'm going to march straight up Michigan 
Avenue and straight up State Street and organize every store in 
the city,” Dr. King stated. 
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The Reverend James Bevel, aide to King, announced plans 
for a similar campaign in the Englewood area on Chicago’s south 
side but advised that meetings with store owners would be 
held before any such campaign began in Englewood. 

The September 19, 1966, edition of the ’’Chicago's 
American," a daily Chicago newspaper, contained an article 
concerning an appearance made by Dr. King before a rally 
held at the Greater Mount Hope Baptist Church on the evening 
of September 18, 1966. King directed his comments on this occasion 
to the question of urban renewal ip the Englewood section of 
Chicago, annouhcing that he will meet Soon with the Urban 
Renewal Commissioner to urge a halt in condemnation proceedings 
for the central, Englewood project. The-city plans to condemn 
some 600 housing units here, mostly single family homes owned 
by Negroes, to provide space for parking lots and a mall for the 
63rd and Halsted Streets shopping district. King stated that 
he would ask the Commissioner to stop condemnation action until 
a Federal court suit challenging the project is settled. If no 
agreement could be reached to halt condemnation, King stated 
"We-have no choice but to start a ’no buy’ campaign throughout 
the Englewood shopping area."

LEVISON was 
described by certain CP leaders as being to the ’’left” of 
the CP in his position in civil rights.

’’The Southern Patriot,” a monthly publication, shows 
that it is published by the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL 
FUND, INC. (SCEF). 

’’The Southern Patriot” was cited as an ’’Organ” of 
the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the 
SCHW, June 12, 1947. 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 
1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF. 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases of 
Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on 
June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW was in existence, 
Communist Party (CP) members have not been encouraged to work 
in the SCEF. The source stated the SCEF is a progressive, 
liberal organization, which he considers a CP front organi¬ 
sation because it has gone along with the Communist Party on 
certain issues, particularly on the racial question.

Reference is made to Chicago memorandum dated 
July 25, 1966, under the above caption. 

A first and second confidential source of the 
Chicago Office were contacted concerning the above matter 
on September 29, 1966. Both have furnished reliable 
information in the past and are knowledgeable concerning 
youth gang activities in the Chicago area. They furnished 
the following composite information: 

During the latter part of July, 1966, and early 
August, 1966, prior to the termination of civil rights marches 
in Chicago, the CFM and the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) continued in their efforts to enlist the 
support and participation of various youth gangs into the 
CFM. Of primary interest to the CFM were the Blackstone 
Rangers operating on Chicago's South Side and various of the 
'Vicelord gangs operating on Chicago's West Side. Only 
limited success was achieved by the CFM since the gangs as 
organized /groups never participated in the various open 
housing marches of the CFM into the white neighborhoods of 
Chicago. It is known, however, that some youths with gang 
affiliations did participate in some of these marches. In 
no instances, however, were any of these youths known to have 
caused any problems and their principal function was under¬ 
stood to have been to provide protection for female marchers 
involved.

Subsequent to the injunction of August, 1966, 
obtained by the city limiting civil rights marches, and 
the agreement which -shortly followed between the CFM -and 
city officials, the latter of which resulted in the com¬ 
plete termination of open housing marches, the CFM has 
appeared to lose interest to a large extent* in .enlisting 
the support of these Negro youth gangs. This is believed

On October 1, 1966, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Clarence Jopies and Stanley Levison were in contact on that 
date. Their conversation concerned the following: 

Jones remarked that he was going to Chicago, Illinois, 
later during the day (October 1, 1966). He said he also learned 
that the benefit- shp*'which had been scheduled for the SCLC 
had been postpor^d chfe to the illness of Sammy Davis. Levison 
remarked he was glad' 1 it- had been postponed since very little 
effort had been ejEpeflfeu to make the show a success. y/ 

Levison mentioned that Martin Luther King was in Atlanta(j^J 
and was very upset and depressed over events in the country. 

Levison remarked that King had been talking and making speeches yU 
and did not know what he was saying, and as a result of King's 
depression, Levison said he suggested to King that he hold a 
three day conference with the Research Committee in New York or

Levison and Jones concurred 
that what happened in Georgia (the nomination of Lester Maddox 
to be the Democratic candidate for Governor) was incredible and 
did not have to happen if "that idiot Stokely” did not start 
a riot in Atlanta. They agreed that Carmichael must be 
politically isolated. If he is not, Jones said, he (Jones) 
could forsee no way of bringing about a successful alliance. 
Levison opined that Carmichael, by leading a small group into 
battle at the wrong time, did more damage to the civil rights 
movement than one who was a paid agent could do. 

Levison disclosed to Jones that he went to Chicago, 
Illinois, earlier in the week and observed the SCLC active in t 
trying to organize hospital workers and other service 
industries.

legal bulwark of the Communist Party, its 
front organizations and controlled unions," 
and which "since its inception has never 
failed to rally to the legal defense of the 
Communist Party and individual members thereof, 
including known espionage agents."

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SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INC. 


"The Southern Patriot," a monthly publication, shows 
that it is published by the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc. (SCEF). 

"The Southern Patriot" was cited as an "organ" of the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947; 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on 
June 1-2, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, 1946, changed the name of that organization to the 
SCEF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the 
educational and cultural standards of the Southern people 
in accordance with the highest American democratic institutions, 
•traditions, and ideals. 

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in the 
South where it began as the educational wing of the SCHW, organized 
in 1938 to work for economic and political reform. When the 
SCHW disbanded in the late 1940*s, SCEF continued as an independent 
organization, rallying support for integration and democracy and 
helping to stimulate and nurture new movements of the early 
1960‘s. The SCEF maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty 
years, but in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky, 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party Functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 

1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF. 
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A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June 8, 1966, that during the time that the SCHW was in 
existence members of the Communist Party were members of and 
worked actively in the SCHW; however, since the formation of 
the SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged to 
work in the SCEF, The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization, which he considers a 
Communist Party front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on 
the racial issue. 


CARL BRADEN and ANNE BRADEN, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted former 
member of the Communist Party, on December 13, 1954, in her 
testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in the prosecution 
of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute, as members of 
the Communist Party in Louisville, Kentucky, from January, 1951, 
to December, 1954. 

A third source advised on May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS, a Communist Party functionary, expressed great 
admiration for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which 
they are affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF 
is the best organization in the South as far as doing effective 
work is concerned and that they have a better idea of what 
they are doing, where they are heading', and influence other 
organizations for the better. 

The second source also advised on June 8, 1966, that 
many people who are officials and supporters of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists.

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CLARENCE JONES stated on April 14/ 1966, that he 
had spent all of his time while he was at an SCLC Board 
Meeting in Miami, Florida, arguing over what should go into 
the SCLC resolution on Viet Nam. JONES remarked "We gave 
it to them. We gave it to JOHNSON". JONES claimed the 
resolution appeared on the front page of the "New York 
Times' 1 and that it showed his "fine handwork" in drafting 
the resolution. _ 
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The "New York Times" dated April l4, 1966, page 
1, contained an article datelined April 13, 1§66, Atlanta, 
Georgia, captioned "Dr. King’s Grout) Scores Ky Junta". The 
article stated that SCLC, headed by' MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., 
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"called on the Johnson Administration today to abandon the 
ruling military junta of South Viet Nam and consider with¬ 
drawing from the country altogether". It also urged the 
Administration to seek free elections in Viet Nam. According 
to the "New York Times" article, the Executive Board of SCLC 
adopted this resolution at a meeting in Miami, Florida and 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, JRannounced it at a news conference 
there. It was noted that it was the first time SCLC had 
taken a formal stand on the Viet Nam war.

page 1 story favorable to the above SCLC resolution on ^ 
Viet Nam.

On April 18, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and ADELE KANTER 
were in contact. KANTER inquired if LEVISON knew anything 
about the impending SCLC "Newsletter". LEVISON stated that v 
he had discussed it with JURI^GRIFFIN, S.CXC. JRub 1,Lc_RelatLons_ 
.D irec tor. who said the letter'was being prepared. KANTER 
■ a^vi secf'LEVISON that she had a conversation with JAMES' 
GARRISON,. SQLC Bookkeeper., Atlanta^"■'on:' April 17, 1$66, and . 
he apprised her of the breakdown of the duties of SCLC 
personnel engaged in financial matters. HARRISON stated he 
was the individual who handled the receipts and payroll 
matters. LEVISON stated that that was correct. KANTER 
further mentioned to LEVISON that $10,000.00 was in a 
Boston bank' and KANTER had inquired if the money had come 
from a donor or not. HARRISON advised that the sum had come 
from an anonymous donor. KANTER further told LEVISON that 
she Inquired of HARRISON as to why SCLC in New York had not 
received a receipt for a $1,000.00 donation from the labor 
union in : New ' York . HARRISON stated the $1,000.00 was in a 
separate bank account and was being used to pay back money 
the SCLC had borrowed. LEVISON told KANTER to determine if 
the $1,000.00 check from the ^Tra nsport Worker_sJJn ion , which 
had originally been made payableA:6WDr. KING rather than to A 
SCLC, had been straightened out. LEVISON stated the check 
was returned by SCLC hoping the union would make a larger 
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contribution. Before concluding their contact, LEVISON 
told KANTER that he recently talked to MARTIN LUTHER KING 
about Chicago, and KING advised him that he could not work 
with the/ gtudent_. Non vi olen t-Co ordinatin g _C.0 1nmit.t ee (SNCC) 
because^they could not be trusted. yy 
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On April 23, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and CLARENCE 
JONES were in contact. LEVISON mentioned that MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR., wanted to talk to him about SCLC's program in 
Chicago, however, they had not been able to get together. 

LEVISON was of the opinion that KING wanted to discuss the 
formulation of the Chicago program. LEVISON mentioned that 
BAYARD RUSTIN was in Chicago to unify many civil rights 
groups. LEVISON further stated that according to HARRY 
WACHTEL, RUSTIN was disturbed because SCLC had recently passed 
the resolution on Viet Nam. RUSTIN had attended a civil . 

rights meeting in Washington, D.Crecently xdiere the civil ^ 
rights organizations agreed they would not get involved \7

JONES stated to LEVISON that he had watched the 
newspapers very closely for a statement by a major civil 
rights leader attacking KING'S position on Viet Nam, but to 
date there had been none. JONES stated the Viet Nam resolution 
came precisely at the time that people in the United States 
Senate were saying the same thing. LEVISON ackmrwledged 
there were:-similar statements from other prominent people, 
such as Senators COOPER of Kentucky and RUSSELL of Georgia, 
but disagreed that the reticence of civi t rights leaders who 
spoke was due to this. LEVISON believed the civil rights^ 
leaders were holding their tongues because they were glafa 
KING had stuck his neck out. LEVISON stated that ROY^WILKINS, 
Executive Secretary, _Jfa.ti.onaI .Association J*or the Advancement 
" or~Colored Pe ople "f NAACP V and VJHl'TNETObuNGV' Ex ecutiv e 
Director, Urban ..League., now were conViaered by President 
JOHNS’bN'as his' men.

"American policy has become imprisoned in the 
destiny of the military oligarchy. Not only the Viet Cong, 
but Buddhists, Catholics and students in Vietnam have 
expressed contempt for the government we are blindly supporting 
In Vietnam. The continuation of this war has curtailed 
Domestic Welfare programs in this country causing the poor, 
v/hites and Negroes, to bear the heaviest burden both at home 
and on the war front. 


"The principle of dissent has also been affected 
because of efforts to characterize opposition to the war 
as disloyal. 




"As one committed to non-violence I believe the 
war must be condemned on the ground that war is not the way 

to solve social problems.I believe the moment is now 

opportune and the need urgent to reassess our position and 
seriously examine the wisdom of prompt withdrawal. Our 
government must seriously and sincerely seek free elections 
and pledge to abide by the results."

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On May 17, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and MARTIN LUTHER 
KiNG were in contact. Their contact was to discuss an 
article LEVISON was writing for KING. The article was to 
present KING'S analysis of the recent ^A labam a elections. 

KING stated he liked the article that^hacTb een prepared by 
LEVISON. However, KING had several comments he wanted to 
.make. He stated that with reference to the coverage of the 
^^Confederation of Alabama Political Organizations.._(COAFO). 

’ he want'ecTit - known 'that there was also another political 
organization in the state. He stated he did not want it 
to appear that SCLC was blowing its own horn, even though 
COAPO had come out of SCLC's activities. KING stated that 
COAPO was the first grassroots political organization known 
to the state of Alabama. 



KING further stated that JOSEA WILLIAMS had recently 
made a statement in Alabama to the effect that some of the . 
labor people were trying to put money behind^. Alabama^^ _ 
Gubernatorial Candidate and former Congressman CARL^LLIOTT. 
They wanted to give the money to Negroes to organize‘for"' 
ELLIOTT. KING stated that some of the Negroes that were to 
receive some of this money were from COAPO. JOSEA WILLIAMS 
had stated that as a result of the hard work and sacrifice 
COAPO had gotten Negroes to register, but now labor was 
trying to come in and make the decisions. KING stated that 
when Ohio labor officials heard of WILLIAMS' statement they 
became upset, and KING received three or four phone calls 
from labor officials. KING concluded by stating that in 
the near future, he would have to rely more on wealthy 
people for aid in solving the economic problems of SCLC,

''Face the Nation". KING wanted the thinking of the others 
on some of the questions which might be put to him, such as 
the posture of SNCC, black nationalism, the Black Panther 
Party, the Presidential Conference on civil rights and 
Viet Nam.

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LEVISON advised that KING should remember the prel 
depicts him as a moderate and he should urge nonviolent but 
militant attitude. LEVISON stated that KING should urge the 
Negro not to take abuse and the economic and the political are 
means, and brotherhood is the end. LEVISON further'counselled 
KING to make it clear that he is not part of a separatist 
trend and that he hoped to achieve unity in the Negro movement. 



\J KING referred to a speech mad's by C ongr essman A DAM 
CLAYTON^POWELL in which POWELL called on American Negroes' 
to abaridbri the conference table in seeking equality and to 
seek a position of "black power" and what he termed 
"audacious power". KING stated he might be asked about 
POWELL’s speech and also about having conferences. CLARENCE 
JONES commented that the fact that SNCC is not going to take 
part in the Presidential Conference ondcivil rights and 
other such acts by civil rights groups are negative and will 
hurt the whole group. 

LEVISON suggested to KING that he should point out 
that under President TRUMAN a government committee indicated 
the Federal Government was the biggest violator of segregation 
and made recommendations,and that now the Administration has 
committees which have unearthed important conditions and have 
spotlighted these conditions. 'LEVISON stated that in the 
absence of a militant movement which compels the government 
to act, nothing usually is done. KING agreed that this was 
a good way to express it. 


FAUNTROY suggested that one question might be 
where the billions of dollars.for KING’S program would come 
from. LEVISON indicated that the one answer would be where 
did the money come from to finance the war and for the 
beautification of highways.

MC DONALD said that MOORE instructed her to place a call to 
I.W. ; ;4 bEL, President of the .United Steel. Workers* and to 
follbw that with a registered letter with the instructions. 

She asked LEVISON to prepare this message for her and LEVISON 
acknowledged that they desperately needed money* also men, 
for the March. 


LEVISQN prepared the following message for MC DONALD ^

"Once again conscience of nation is aroused by 
another atrocity on a public highway. We are continuing march 
begun by James Meredith to dramatize need for legislation 
to protect non-violent protestors seeking constitutional eg? 

rights as well as for long range solutions. American 
society must finally adopt to be true to itself. 

"We need support of all people of good will in form 
of personal participation in the march as well as funds to 
sustain it. We were not prepared for this emergency financially 
cr organizationally. Nevertheless we 'are trying to meet it 
while continuing extensive SCLC programs in Chicago, Georgia 
and Alabama. We deeply appreciate your past support and 
know we can count the Steel Workers as true friends in this 
new test facing our democracy. Please send contributions 
to 334 Auburn, Atlanta."

LEVISON instructed MC DONALD to add to the message £ 
information as to where the marchers should report and that 
transportation from Memphis* Tennessee* to the line of 
march would,be provided.

wanted to know if she should send the same communication 
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them. LEVISON agreed hut told MC DONALD that she should 
irst contact ANDREW ^YCUNG since he could have been in 
contact with WALTER/'REUTHER 5 President of ..the .United 
Automobile Workers^. ‘ .

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On June 10, 1966, HARRY WACHTEL and STANLEY LEVISON 
made arrangements to attend an J3.CLC meeting on June 13, 19^6. 
WACHTEL told LEVISON that he heard MARTIN LUTHER KING was 
coming back from Mississippi on June 12 and wanted the 
Atlanta meeting to begin the morning of June 13.

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On June 10, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON ancT"CLARENCE JONES 
also discussed the SCLC meeting. LEVISON indicated the 
meeting would concern finances and would be based on a memo 
he had sent MARTIN LUTHER KING several weeks ago. This memo 
indicated that only about one half of the income that was 
anticipated by SCLC would actually come in. The entire 
years budget would be expended in the first six months. 

LEVISON stated that SCLC keeps talking about a reserve, but 
the reserve of $100,000.00 amounts to only one months budget 
and would not solve any problems. LEVISON stated that he was 
going to recommend that KING resume holding rallies in 
cities. JONES mentioned^that GEORGE^LAWRENCE, .S.C.LC , , 
Representative, New_York '(jity, had again become active. 

IEViS'ON''and" j6NES“agreed that the only time LAWRENCE became 
active was when something newsworthy occurred, such as the 
Mississippi March. 


LEVISON and JONES then discussed the Mississippi 
March and LEVISON indicated it was planned for sixteen days 
and would get to Jackson on the 22nd or 23rd of June, where 
a large rally similar to the one held in Montgomery, Alabama, 
would take place. LEVISON and JONES indicated they both 
would join the March the last few days. LEVISON stated that 
he was fearful the March would dwindle to a handful if it 
continued for too long. He and JONES agreed that the emphasis 
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should be on getting people to join the Marah. LEVISON 
informed JONES that SCLC was requesting people to go to the 
March and noted that United Steel Workers and the United 
Automobile Workers Unions had offered to help. JONES stated 
that he believed individuals such as RALPH HELSTEIN should 
be given some responsibility. LEVISON agreed and stated 
HELSTEIN could lead a delegation of important trade unionists 
and could put up the money to charter a plane from Chicago. 
LEVISON and JONES then agreed that they would meet on 
June 12 5 1966, to discuss recommendations which they would 
make to MARTIN LUTHER KING concerning SCLC’s contribution 
to the Mississippi March.

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Mississippi March in progress which was protesting the 
shooting of JAMES MEREDITH. XING stated, that he had decided 
to extend the time for the completion of the March until 
June 2b, 1966. He expected to have ^approximately 2,000 
in Jackson for the climax. KING Requested BAYARD RUSTIN and 
WALTER EAUNTROY to go to Mississippi' to aid in the March. 

^RUSTIN expressed reluctance to/go for fear that STOKELY

The above conference then shifted to civil rights 
demands on the Federal Government. KING stated that the 4 
civil rights movement would not be able to get the billions " 
of dollars they wanted because of the Viet Nam war. 

Before concluding the conference, LEVISON agreed 
that he would raise funds for the purpose of aiding the 
Mississippi March and received permission from MARTIN LUTHER 
KING to run an advertisement"in the "New York Times" to 
raise money.

On June 15, 1966, MARTIN LUTHER KING and STANLEY 
LEVISON were in contact concerning the need for funds 
for the Mississippi March. KING referred to the SCLC 
conference held in Atlanta, Georgia, on June l4, which 
LEVISON had attended and indicated that it was decided at 
this conference that various civil rights organizations 
engaged in the March would send out their own appeals for 
funds, KING then urged LEVISON to expeditiously handle the 
SCLC fund appeal because the marchers were in desperate need 
of money. KING commented that the March was going favorably 
and that more voter registrations were being obtained than 
'were expected.

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On June 18, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and ANDREW YOUNG 
were in contact. YOUNG requested LEVISON to furnish expenses 
for a "gang of kids" who were planning to leave Chicago on 
June 19 or June 20 to join the Mississippi March. LEVISON 
agreed to send the necessary funds of $930.00 on that date. 
LEVISON further commented that it had been decided to raise

LEVISON 
further agreed to request funds from various church organizations 
and he agreed to furnish YOUNG with a list of between fifty 
and one hundred institutes from which SCLC might obtain 
contributions of $1,000.00.

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On June l8* 1966* STANLEY LEVISON was in contact 
with WALTER FAUNTROY, They discussed the Mississippi March 
and how to provide transportation for the individuals 
interested in joining the March. FAUNTROY indicated that 
he desired that some of the trains coming into Jackson* 
Mississippi* be made "freedom trains".

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On June 20* 1966* STANLEY LEVTSON and ADELE KANTER 
were in contact. LEVISON stated he did not know where the 
New York people could join the Mississippi March on June 23 
but that he would be able to find out. He suggested that 
those interested in joining the March be encouraged to take 
the regularly scheduled trains to Jackson* Mississippi, 

ADELE KANTER mentioned that a New York Committee for a 
MEREDITH March had been formed and BAYARD RUSTIN was made 
the coordinator. 
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On June 21, 1966, CLARENCE JONES and HARRY WACHTEL 
were in contact regarding the Mississippi^,March. WACHTEL 
indicated a chartered plane was taking a group of approximate! 
one hundred on .June 24, 1966, to Jackson. This group would 
include JACKIE^OBINSON, WYATT WALKER and ether “celebrities". 
Arrangements for the flight had been made by BAYARD RUSTIN.

On June 22. 1966, a conference took place between 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, STANLEY LEVXSON, CLARENCE JONES and 
HARRY WACHTEL. KING advised them of the pressing financial 
problems encountered in the Mississippi March and that they 
were $9,000.00 in the red and were expecting to be at least 
$20,000.00 in the red by the end of the March. KING stated 
that a meeting between SCLC, SNCC and CORE took place on 
June 22, 1966, and that all three organizations indicated 
they were without funds. KING stated that he would raise 
$10,000.00 before June 26 and SNCC and CORE had agreed to 
raise $5,000.00 and $4,000.00 respectively. 

KING stated that the Mississippi March had received 
a very poor reception as of that time and attributed this to 
the black, nationalist controversy, th*- statements made in 
Mississippi concerning violence and t’ «s credibility of the 
March itself. He stated that funds had not been received and 
this necessitated personal appeals to individuals. KING 
requested the nan? s of individuals that might furnish funds. 
HARRY WACHTEL staved he would appeal to RALPH HELSTBIN and 
WALTER REUTHER. KING advised that he had received $5,000.00 
from REUTHER on June l$, v 1966. STANLEY LEVISON advised 
KING to contact THEODORE^KHEEL, New York.^r^y Attorney, and 
to get from him names v of other people whoHrfepvt contribute. 
KING stated that JAMES/hofPA, Teamsters Union,, had given : *■ 
$25,000.00 to aid theWferch, ahcTr-OFFA should be recontacted 
to determine if the teamsters would give more. KING stated 
that all money collected should be sent to thepFirst Method ist 
Church, Jack son, Missi ssippi.. ~ " r 

In analyzing the poor reception given the March, 
KING stated people misunderstood it and that, in fact, 
several times he had considered pulling out. All of those 
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participating in the conference agreed that the ideological 
differences between the participating civil rights organizations 
would have to come to a head as soon as possible. Thejr 
stated they did not understand how a confrontation had been 
avoided for such a long period. 
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On Jul5 r 1, 1966, MARTIN LUTHER KING and STANLEY 
LEVISON were in contact. KING discussed his desire to write 
an article in a national magazine restating his philosophy 
of nonviolence. LEVISON told KING that such magazines are 
not interested in a restatement but are looking for scwething 
different. KING stated that he wanted to clarify many A 

misconceptions that have developed concerning his philosophy 5 
and to explain why a mood of violence has come into being in ( 
the Negro freedom movement. He mentioned that he would 
include a discussion on "Defensive Violence". KING stated 
that he believed there was no military solution to the Negro 
problem. 


LEVISON maintained that a magazine of smaller 
circulation might accept such an article. He contended that 
civil rights as an issue does not have the centrality it did 
previously and that, therefore, magazines are not interested 
because they feel their readers are not that much interested. 
LEVISON suggested that a restatement of KING'S philosophy of 
non-violence could be properly done in a book and that it was 
time for another book by KING, KING said he would work on 
the book in September, 1966. 



KING and LEVISON also discussed the possibility of 
getting out another fund-appeal mailing. It was LEVISON's 
opinion that such an appeal should be held off until 
September, 1966, since appeals had been made in April and 
May, 1966. 


# 


LEVTSON noted that the Summer of 1966 promised to 
be sparse from a standpoint of income unless some special 
efforts could be generated. He insisted that the financial 
situation has to be watched very carefully and that they must 
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become very selective about projects. LEVISON blamed the 
current financial squeeze on a combination of the war in Viet 
Nam and the impression the anti-poverty program has created. 

He explained that a large number of the liberal elements ^ 
have moved to another issue while a large number of the 
elements in the Negro community have moved over to "a kind 
of social welfare approach". 


KING agreed that there is a serious problem but 
felt there are sources of income that have not been tapped. 
LEVISON commented on the inroads that have been made on this 
fund-raising effort by the anti-poverty program. He asserted' 
that ministers have become an arm of this program with the 
result that not only is money lost but dedicated men are 
removed from the mass action ranks. 


LEVISON posed the question of the proper method to 
be pursued under the existing conditions. He stated that to 
proceed on the old basis could be fatal. He noted as examples 
CORE and SNCC. He said that as they die they will become 
noisier and more militant in their expression. He said that 
SCLC should avoid finding less and less interest by repeating 
old slogans and the call for action of another period. 

LEVISON felt that it is vitally important to hold a "retreat" 
to examine this question and KING agreed. They decided, 
tentatively, to hold this "retreat" in Chicago the week before 
the convention of the SCLC scheduled for the first week in 
August,/ ' •. .. v 



KING and LEVISON also agreed to explore the 
possibility of Federal grants as a source of funds as well 
as grants from foundations, ^

On July 12, 1966 , MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., and 
STANLEY LEVISON discussed a freedom movement rally held 
July 7a 1966 , in Soldier Field, Chicago, Illinois. KING 
believed 60,000 people had attended, although the police had 
estimated 30,000. Both KING and LEVISON felt the rally went 
well. v /

KING stated he wanted to discuss an "action program" 
with LEVISON because SCLC was confronted with financial 
problems. KING stated he was convinced there was money to 
be obtained in Chicago, it was Just a matter of .organizing. 

He felt most members would support them as well as most social 
clubs. He believed they could raise $50,000.00 in Chicago 
and that people in the white community had money which they 
had not tapped as yet. 



KING advised LEVISON that he was considering getting 
WILLIAM STEIN to spend a month to six weeks in Chicago 
organizing a fund drive. KING stated if a situation arose 
where STEIN needed a "front man", KING could provide a Negro 
i“or the job. LEVISON stated a Negro preacher would be good 
to work with STEIN and LEVISON believed STEIN would go to 
Chicago and do the job. 



LEVISON commented that it is necessary to raise 
the money in Chicago because SCLC cannot make an appeal 
somewhere else for Chicago. He said the attitude would be 
that SCLC could raise it in Chicago, that there are churches 
there, LEVISON continued that he would discuss it with 
STEIN, that he does not see why it cannot be done. LEVISON > 
noted, however, that it meant rearranging the plans he had. * 
He said he wanted STEIN to work on a dialogue for foundations 
and that they already had drawn up a prospectus. He added 
that he would have to take this over himself and handle the 
foundations. 


KING inquired if LEVISON could work on this and get 
it to Chicago by July l8, 1966. LEVISON said it could not 
be done that way because In dealing with foundations it 
Is necessary to make appointments with the directors at their jrtf 
convenience. He said he had wanted STEIN to meet with them. yg) 
LEVISON stated that he believes that foundations are now 
the places to go and that he cannot think of any other 
source today that should be more interested in the balanced 
approach KING has. He said he is anxious to make as many of 
these approaches as possible.

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On July 15, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and ANDREW YOUNG 
were in contact. They discussed a SCLC letter which LEVISON 
had prepared. YOUNG described the letter as "Creative Fund 
Raising". He praised LEVISON’s approach to contributors as 
being members of a constituency and part of a family. They 
agreed that additions should be made to the letter because 
of the riots in progress in Chicago, Illinois. YOUNG 
described the Chicago situation as frustrating and explained 
that the people SCLC were working with in Chicago, Illinois, 
were so much a part of the problem and hostile toward the 
police that SCLC had to fight to keep them from encouraging 
the riots. YOUNG stated that the attitude of some people 
of the community organizations which would be capable of 
stopping the riots, was so hostile that they shared in the 
riots vicariously. The organizations were not horrified of 
the thought of Negroes rioting and YOUNG likened the situation 
to the one which prevailed in the Watts area of Los Angeles. 

LEVISON suggested that SCLC in Chicago/might 
be assuming too much/responsibility by attempting to end 
the riots. He stated SCLC’s nosition should be that it 
was Mayor RICHAR^DALY’s riot* not the SCLC’s. LEVISON 
continued that if^Mayor DALY wanted to do nothing about the 
riots, he would be the precipitator. LEVISON believed SCLC’s 
role should be to sharply ' attack Mayor DALY. LEVISON 
predicted that the Chicago riots would cause DALY to lose 
his position with the Negro vote and with the Negro 
organizations. 


YOUNG took issue with LEVISON’s appraisal of the 
effect of the riots on Mayor-•:* DALY. He asserted that the 
hostility is directed against the Chicago police and not 
DALY,in the same way the anger in the Chicago school 
situation was directed against Superintendent of Schools 
WILLIS and not DALY. He said the rioters are really 
"wild, young kids and the intellectuals are the ones that 
give them support and plant ideas". 



LEVISON suggested that a large section of the 
Chicago population, including part of the Negro middle class, 
are not unhappy about the riots and feel "they’re giving 
them what they deserve to get". YOUNG again disagreed and 
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insisted that the main bloc of Negroes in Chicago did not 
feel that way. YOUNG pointed out that DALY is in a very ^ 
good position "even with us because we have to say that . 

ORLANDESILSON is a damn good Police Commissioner". £ 


YOUNG noted that the head of the Police Fraternal 
Society in Chicago has charged that MARTIN LUTHER KING is 
the cause of the current rioting by teaching people 
disrespect for lav/ and order through his advocacy of non¬ 
violence. LEVISON commented that "they grab a situation to 
cut you down with it" and insisted that responsibility be 
placed where it belongs. LEVISON contended that while the 
focus of emotion might be directed against the police, 
it is the function of YOUNG’S group to point out the police 
are only a part of the municipal apparatus and that the 
municipal leadership has done nothing about the grievances 
of the people. LEVISON emphasized that YOUNG’S group had to 
turn the riots against Mayor DALY because "they’re going to 
turn it against you". 



LEVISON stated that he felt the most dangerous 
situation "you’re in” is not that people will believe that 
MARTIN LUTHER KING is responsible for the riots but that 
KING could have stopped them and did not. He said "you've 
got to place the onus in this thing on DALY for failing to 
do what needed to be done". He added that then "your 
meetings", as well as everything else, become constructive 
because they were demands that DALY do what was needed to-be done 
and whiclr'he did hot do.

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On July 19, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and HARRY WACHTEL 
were in contact. LEVISON advised WACHTEL that WILLIAM 
STEIN was called to Chicago by MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., 
to administer a fund raising program which SCLC had started.

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On July 19, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON was in contact 
with an unidentified individual. LEVXSON commented that 
the riots in Chicago were making a "kind of social history". 
He indicated that the organizers woi'king for MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR., had been in Chicago for about a year before the 
riots, using the theory that they had to make contact with 
the very lo\\rest group and not just the middle class. 

According to LEVISON, this contact included "gang kids". 

The result of these contacts was that from the very first 
day of the riots the SCLC organizers were in contact with 
the rioters. LEVISON added that unlike the Watts riot 
where there was no leadership and where it was just a wild 
upsurge, in Chicago there was no great amount of looting 
or burning, LEVISON claimed that it was a well-controlled 
riot because it had leaders and the SCLC organizers were in 
touch with these leaders. LEVISON stated that he considered 
the riots were something on the order of a demonstration with 
violence. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., finally got the "gangs" 
to go along vrith a pledge of non-violence. LEVISON described 
KING'S accomplishment as remarkable. He stated that if the 
gangs could be re-oriented, it would be also something 
remarkable.

July 21, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and MARTIN 
JR., were in contact. They discussed SCLC's 
particularly SCLC's efforts in Chicago, 
Illinois.

LEVISON said the advertisement would be headlined 
"it Is Not Enough to Condemn Black Power", and will read 
in part as follows: 

"There may be no means of obviating all riots 
everywhere this summer. SCLC has, however, offered a 
constructive lessidn;. in its recent actions. We were daring 
enough to march- through Mississippi to give disciplined 
expression to burning indignation. In the face of cries 
of black power the SCLC summoned 50,000 Negroes in the 
sweltering slums of Chicago to assemble non-violently 
for protest and they responded magnificently".

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LEVISON, in continuing, said he would further 
state in the article that the burden now shifts to the 
municipal3 state and federal authorities and others in 
seats of power. If they continue to use the SCLC 1 s non¬ 
violence as a cushion for complacency, the wrath of those 
suffering will arise, LEVISON remarked. He said the 
consequence could be an unmanageable social disorder and 
moral disaster. 



At KING'S suggestion, LEVISON said he would handle 
the Chicago riots in the advertisement by noting how ironic 
it was that four days of rioting occurred because of an 
attempt to shut off a water hydrant. After the riots the 
city quickly found $10,000.00 for portable swimming pools, 
but,meanwhile, the state was spending $1,000,000.00 each day 
for the National Guard. LEVISON cautioned KING not to go 
off too much on the Chicago riots in this letter since the 
main purpose of the letter and advertisement will be the 
subject of black power versus non-violence.

KING said he wanted to fund the Citizenship 
Education Program over a five year period, therefore, felt 
that some other foundations hould get involved. 



In commenting on strategy to be used during 
Tuesday's meeting with the foundations,, LEVISON suggested 
that an effective approach to the foundations would be 
to show them that it took the Youth Board in New York 
City almost ten years and tens of millions of dollars 
to accomplish what KING has done in Chicago in less than 
a year. LEVISON asserted that Chicago is the only major 
city in the country which still has fighting gangs but 
that KING has been the only person able to move in and 
do something with them. LEVISON felt that in view of the 
danger of outbreaks and the positive constructive social 
work done it ohould be well worth the support of a 
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foundation to allow 
work in Chicago. 



LEVIS ON inquired if KING- had given any thought 
to a couple of days of deliberating. KING said he had 
and, in fact, had been contacted by BAYARD RUSTIN, who 
suggested a meeting to discuss where things stood and to 
determine their future direction in view of the internal 
conflicts which now exist in the civil rights movement. 
KING said he was very much in favor of a meeting but would 
be unable to remain in New' York City the following week 
since he had to be in Chicago on July 27, 19-66. He 
suggested the meeting for July 28-29, 1966, in Chicago, 
Illinois. 



LEVISON told KING that he felt an examination 
was due concerning where the civil rights movement stood 
in relation to the whole decade. He said this was due 
to a very fundamental change in the white power structure. 
He contended that the Negro ceased being an under dog 
after Selma and as a consequence, they were reaching 
areas where it was not easy for the white power structure 
to give cheap victories and concessions to the civil 
rights movement because it paid for them in either money, 
political influence or a substantial change in its social 
relationship. LEVISON pointed out that the mayors of the 
nation's three largest cities. New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles, had hardened and insisted that there was a reason 
why they were so firm in not making concessions at this 
time. LEVISON said "they” were coming to "hard rock" and 
it was important to realize it in order to understand what 
kind of conditions were possible. 



LEVISON said he had a difference of opinion with 
BAYARD RUSTIN about "the way coalition is expressed" and 
insisted that coalition always means that "the self-intere 
of the other group is served by the coalition". LEVISON 
said if he could not see that the other group had a self- 
interest, he did not expect them to stay as allies. 



In concluding their contact, LEVISON and KING —-— 
asreed that the following should attend the Chicago discussion 
on July 28-29, 1966: LEVISON, KIN£, RUSTIN, CLARENCE JONES,

On August 12, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, JR., were in contact. LEVISON stated he was 
concerned about KING’S health. KING said he was felled by a 
cold but hoped to be back on the go by August 13, 1966. 

He said he got sick during the SCLC Convention, held in 
Jackson, Mississippi, last week. He said the cold prevented 
him from attending the Convention, except for the opening 



session. 


LEVISON said he was unable to attend the Convention 
due to pressing personal business. LEVTSON inquired if the 
SCLC heard the two resolutions that he drafted for the 
occasion. KING said he took one of the resolutions and used 
it in his speech. In fact, according to KING, he just gave 
the resolution to the press and told them it represented what 
he would say when he spoke. 



LEVISON said in regard to the other resolution 
he prepared, that "The New York Times" had reported portion 
of it dealing with Viet Nam. Both men agreed that the 
Convention was given very good coverage-by the press. 



In reference to the resolution by LEVISON which 
KING used at his speech, LEVISON said since it dealt with 
non-violence he was of the opinion that a book dealing with 
the subject should be written. LEVISON said ’’We’re" at a 
real turn in the movement3 a lot of people, he said, are 
asking questions, and are drawing conclusions and switching 
positions. KING concurred with LEVISON and agreed that a 
book should be gotten out as quickly as possible. 



Following his return from vacation, LEVISON 
stated he would contact KING and discuss the book in greater 
detail. 



Another matter discussed by KING and LEVISON 
was the bill owed to an advertising agency which recently had

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run a full page statement in "The New York Times". The bill 
in the amount of $4 ,,400.00 was for the statement on the SCLC’ 
efforts in Chicago and Mississippi and Black Power. LEVISON 
said the agency had not charged their usual fifteen per cent 
commission. 


In Sonsidering the advertisemeat in question* 
LEVISON said he knew of one donation in the amount of 
$5*000.00 which resulted from the appeal. 



KING said there would probably be a meeting on 
Monday to consider bills owed by the SCLC. KING stated g 
the SCLC had been "kind of out financially and the Convention 
knocked us out even more". KING said he was quite worried 
over the SCLC's financial difficulties. 


LEVISON stated that as a result of a mailing to 
contributors there should be funds in a few days. LEVISON 
said he forecast about 400*000 mailings during 1966* 
adding* however* that funds derived from SCLC mailings did 
not provide sufficient funds to operate the SCLC. He then 
expressed the opinion that fund raising affairs would have 
to be held in Nei\' York, New York* in order to have sufficient 
operating funds,

The following, in essence, is what the letter 

contained: 



KING said he was writing not as a civil rights 
leader, but as a father deeply concerned about the future 
of his own children. Not since the time he "joined the Freedom 
Movement had he ever felt so much grief. As the new school 
term opens, KING noted; many of the youth of America desire 
to go to school but have insufficient resources with which 
to do so. KING remarked that only yesterday, September 6, 1966, 
he wired President JOHNSON urging him to make available 
enough funds so that all poor young persons in the country 
could return to school. 


KING noted in the letter that he urged the President 
to place before Congress a bill to create public works to 
provide meaningful employment for every able-bodied young 
person who needs it, whatever his present skills, his training 
or his color. KING said he was convinced that the tragic 
ordeals "we" had passed through this sunrnar were the results 
of fear, frustration and hopelessness on both sides that 
springs from our nation's failure to make it possible for 
all youth, especially Negroes, to obtain quality integrated 
education and dignified work.

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Continuing, KING said the pregres 
made in race relations was derived from demonstrations which 
were free of bitterness, hatred and violence. "We", KING 
stated, must not let a tiny minority of hateful bigots 
provoke us into emotional behavior, into actions which 
would destroy our movement and separate us from others in 
society whose help vie sorely need. "We", KING continued, 
must not fall into this racist trap. He implored .‘the Negro 
youth, to whom he was writing, to remember that Molatov 
cocktails, looting and hating cannot, and would not, solve 
the problems "we" really care about. 



In conclusion, KING urged the youth to be prepared 
to use their energy in non-violent mass action protests in 
their community. 



Following RUSTIN’s reading of this letter, KING 
stated the letter should- also be aimed at the white people. 
He said to do otherwise could result in him being branded 
as an "Uncle Tom". 



STANLEY LEVISON said he did not like the statement 
that KING had contacted President JOHNSON about unemployment 
and jobs. His objection was over the fact that KING had 
already asked the President about ninety times, although 
nothing had come of it. As an alternative, LEVISON said 
President JOHNSON should be "threatened" by stating that if 
no action is forthcoming by May, 1967? KING and RANDOLPH 
would have a march on Washington. LEVISON’s suggestion 
was not well received by the other conferences. In fact, 
as an alternative, CLEVELAND ROBINSON wanted something about 
the Peace Movement included in the letter. He said the peace 
issue was a basic issue in view of the many Negroes in Viet 
Nam. 



HARRY WACETEL suggested KING hold a meeting in 
the next three or four days to plan the letter more 
objectively. RUSTIN said he would dress up the letter before

Another matter considered was the resignation of JULI AN

In reference to the recent distrubance in Atlanta, 
KING said SNCC was rejected by the Negroes. SNCC was told 
by Negroes that they did not like the slums but preferred 
them over guns and violence. , 
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In reply to a question from LEVISON as to whether 
KING felt "Black Power" was waning in terms of a viable 
force, KING answered affirmatively, commenting that the 
press was keeping it alive and representing it to be more 
than it was. 


LEVISON told about a recent conversation CLARENCE 
JONES had with STOKELY CARMICHAEL. JONES concluded that 
CARMICHAEL was a very dangerous man. JONES described him as 
a black nationalist. KING was of the opinion that CARMICHAEL 
would serve a prison sentence as a consequence of the riot. 

He added that he did not agree with the charge of having 
incited a riot and in line with American jurisprudence he 
would say he is innocent until he is proven guilty. In 
planning what he would say during a press conference that 
night, KING said he should say just that if asked about 
CARMICHAEL. KING said he thought he could get away with 
such an answer for the time being but that CARMICHAEL would 
eventually seek his support. LEVISON said if CARMICHAEL 
should'be*convicted of inciting a riot, "they" would have 
to blame those forces which compelled the riot.

According to 
JONES, there comes a time in a political movement when you 
have to call a spade a spade. 

You have to fight for the supremacy of your theory, 
if your theory is being attacked, you have to Isolate those 
people who are trying to destroy it. LEVISON and JONES 
concurred that what happened in Georgia, the nomination of 
LESTER MADDOX to be the Democratic candidate for Governor, 
was incredible and did not have to happen if "that idiot 
STOKELY" did not start a riot in Atlanta.

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications," revised and published as of December 1, 
19ol, prepared and released by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, United States House of Represent¬ 
atives, Washington, D.C., contains the following 
concerning the National Lawyers Guild: 

"National Lawyers Guild 

"1. Cited as a Communist front. 

(Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities, House Report 1311 on the 
CIO Political Action Committee, 

March 29, 1944, p. 149.) 

"2. Cited as a Communist front which ‘is 
the foremost legal bulwark of the 
Communist Party, its front organizations, 
and controlled unions' and which ‘since 
its inception has never failed to rally 
to the legal defense of the Communist 
Party and individual members thereof, 
including known espionage agents.* 
(Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House Report 3123 on the National 
Lawyers Guild, September 21, 1950? 
originally related September 17? 1950.) 

"3. ’To defend the cases of Communist 

lawbreakers, fronts have been devised 
making special appeals in behalf of civil 
liberties and reaching out far beyond the 
confines of the Communist Party itself.

Jackson mentioned addressing the American Jewish 
Congress (AJC), on October 22, 1966, and came away feeling that 
the relationship with the AJC had not been sufficiently appealed 
to; that it was necessary to cultivate relationship with the 
rabbis all across the country. Levison replied that reaching \ 
the rabbis was not always effective for reaching a slum landlord,' 
because a slum landlord often does not go to a synagogue. 

Levison said he is on the National Executive Board of the AJC, 
and for the past couple of weeks the Board has been meeting 
with the new National President, a -rabbi from Cleveland by 
the name of Lelyveld (phonetic). This rabbi, Levison said, 
was beaten up in Mississippi; he has taken the position that 
he will not back up because of ''Black Power 1 ', but on the contrary 
wants to understand it. In fact, according to Levison, 

Lelyveld had discussions with Floyd McKissick (Director of the 
Congress of Racial Equality) (CORE), about the topic. Levison 
described Lelyveld as an untypical white liberal since he was not 
running away or using"Black Powe^' as an excuse for diminishing 
his interest. 

Continuing, Levison said the thing about Lelyveld 
that surprised him was that he is an apologist for "Black ^ 

Power". Levison said when he (Levison) argued that the term 
"Black Power" is not a good slogan but stressing at the same v 
time the need for power and the need for black consciousness, 
Lelyveld argued that the term "Black Power" is a good slogan. 
Levison said that meant that Lelyveld has a' pretty advanced 
type of thinking. Levison said other Jewish groups 
gravitate toward the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP), because it is a case of middle 
class liking middle class. 

The area Levison would like to see tapped for support 
(financial and otherwise) is the Negro community itself. 

According to him, the Negro community is where there is plenty 
of money but no one has organized any type of mechanism for 
getting it, and that one who does this is going to do something 
revolutionary. He explained that many Negroes do not belong to 
any social club which raises money for the Negro movement or 
to churches, but would be willing to give money if they were 
approached.

Levison said he was working on a plan to bring the 
Negro press to a level of real acceptability and get them tied 
up to SCLC objectives, and for that he has called a meeting for 
Thursday, October 27, 1966 , (in Chicago). He said he would also 
get together with some insurance representatives and leaders 
to explain to them that they along with the "Negro preacher" 
could "have a substantial drive to increase the dividends 
for their companies. In doing so, a kickback percentage of the 
gross would in given time go to the SCBC. 

In a similar move, ClarencgjrlJones. has started a 
program like this for his Insurance company, the 
Intra-American Insurance Company, of New' York, . New York. 

His program is in conjunction with the AME Church in New 
York City. The plan, according to Levison, works as follows: 
the church gets the application signed by its members and 
gets ten per cent of the first year commission and one per cent 
thereafter. 

In regard to other SCLC fund raising activities, 

Levison and Jackson expressed dismay at Martin Luther King’s 
plans to go to Jerusalem next year. Levison’s opposition is s 

due mainly to the efforts of some to commercialize the venture, || 
and to portray the SCLC as a religious oriented organization. 

In doing so, Levison said, many Negroes would feel that they 
would not want to become affiliated with a church group. 

During their contact, Jackson mentioned that King would 
be in New York on Friday (October 28 , 1966 ), but said he did not 
know the nature of his trip. Jackson said he (Jackson) would be 
in New York on Monday (October 31, 1966) to meet with "those 
people" (people supporting operation "bread basket"). 

Finally, the subject of travel costs of SCLC 
officials who travel from one place to another to speak came up. 
Jackson said he wanted to deal with the issue since it . costs the 
SCLC a lot of money to pay for their jaunts. Levison said In 
reply that he flies back and forth at will, never charges the 
SCLC, never has to ask for permission because he pays his 
own travel.

The same confidential source advised on October 23, 
1966, that Stanley Levison and Clarence Jones were in 
conversation on that date.

This source advised that to his knowledge. Doctor King 
did not appear or speak at this meeting.. 

Other SCLC representatives, were present, however, 
including Reverend Jesse Jackson and 7 Reverend Janes Orange. Jackspn 
called for a boycott of stores in the 63rd and Halsted:Streets 
shopping area, naming specifically Wieboldts, Sears, and the City / 
Bank of Chicago.. Jackson advised that this bank has 480 employees, 
only eight of whom are Negro. A local minister also urged a 
boycott of these stores, not-limited to those named, primarily • 
because all the civic and business associations in the neighborhood 
are supporting the urban renewal project which will extend the 
shopping facilities available here, but which will require the 
demolition of residential’areas in Englwood which are predominantly 
Xegro. 

Concerning the meeting held on the evening of October 
20, 1966, at 6718 South Elizabeth, the October 21, 1966 edition of 
the "Chiago Daily News," a dally Chicago newspaper, contained an 
article reflecting that Doctor Martin Luther King had appeared at 
this affair and during remarks made by him hkd called for all out 
support of a boycott of stores located in the 63r'd Street and Halsted 
Street area, the boycott in protest of a local urban renewal project. 
King was quoted as having stated that the project would "put 
business interests before human interests."- The article further 
reflected that Englewood residents began a selective buying 
campaign in the area several weeks ago, and hope to translate this . 
into a full scale boycott of stores in the neighborhood who are 
supporting the urban renewal project. The article further reflected 
that a suit opposing the urban renewal project, filed by a local 
neighborhood group', the Green Street Association, had been dismissed 
on October 20, 1966, in Circuit Court, Chicago, and the urban 
renewal project was expected to commence in the near future. In 
describing the boycott, which was being recommended for this area, 
King had described it as not an effort to put anyone out of business, 
but to put Justice In business.

However, he did interject comments on 
civil rights. He described his interpretation of black 
power as follows: 

"Viliite power has produced black power. Black 
power is a sick slogan produced by the diseases of a sick 
society". At the conclusion of King’s talk, a collection was 
solicited. The araoung of money obtained was not available. 

The collection appeal commenced with the men volunteering 
$10, then $5.00 and then the women offered their contributions. 
Observation of the collection basket indicated there was a 
noticeable absence of $5 and $10 bills, but many $1 bills 
were noted in the basket.

King went on to remark that Russell wanted him 
to serve on the Board of the "New Politics 55 , since he 
(Russell) is so actively involved with the organization.

In discussing other ways by which the SCLC could 
raise funds.

May 21, 1965, titled "Albany 'Justice* Assailed" 
datelined Hapeville, Georgia, sets forth information 
regarding a semi-annual board meeting of the Southern 
Conference Education Fund (SCEF) held in Hapeville 
during the previous weekend.

A confidential source advised in April, 1964, 
that STANLEY LEVISON was a secret_member of the Communist 
Party (CP), USA, in July, 1963. jin late 1963, and early 
1964, he criticized the CP for nofbeing sufficiently 
militant in the civil rights struggle. LEVISON was 
described by certain CP leaders as being’ to the ’’left” of 
the CP in his position in civil rights. LEVISON’s 
differences with the CP, however, are merely tactical 
and he continues his ideological adherence to Communism.fc

"The* Southern Patriot," a monthly publication, 
shows that it is published by the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc.'(SCEF). 

■ "The■Southern Patriot" was cited as an "Organ" 
of the Southern.Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
on the SCHW, June 12, 194.7. 

The SCHW was cited .as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16., 1947. 

An amendment to the charter.of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideal's. The amendment,was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party 1 functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
February 25, 1961, that the Communist Party is not connected 
with any progressive movement but indirectly they do have 
some influence in the SCEF. 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, 
advised on June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW 
was in existence. Communist Party (CP) members have not been 
encouraged to work-in the SCEF. The source stated the 
SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question. 

On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that 
in the’ past he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI,, the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual 
Communist Party member, because he followed Communist 
principles. 

The second source advised on May 27, 1963, that 
many people who are officials and members of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their viewsv are by no means Communists. 
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Martin Luther King has been attempt¬ 
ing over a period of several weeks to 
set up a meeting with James R. Hoffa, 
President of the Teamsters Union. He 
apparently wanted Hoffa to support his 
Southern Christian Leadership organiza¬ 
tion. It also appeared that King has 
been attempting to use the fact that 
the Teamsters Union has 450,000 Negro 
members as a lever to bring pressure 
against Hoffa to support King’s group. 

An earlier teletype on 11/8/66 from 
New York reported that King would arrive 
in Washington, D.C. on 11/9/66 forthe 
meeting with Hoffa. The attached indi¬ 
cates that King is now having misgivings 
after a New York newspaper exposed the 
meeting. 

New York subsequently advised that 
King has stated that the meeting with 
Hoffa has been cancelled, although King 
will still travel to Washington. It was 
,also indicated that two of King’s 
advisD rs will meet an official of the 
(Teamsters Union, although the purpose is 
not known.

Information has been received in 
the past indicating that Martin Luther 
King, Jr., President of the Southern Chris 
tian Leadership Conference, was attempting 
to meet James Hoffa. President of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers Union 
in an effort to obtain funds for his organ 
ization. King is attempting to bring 
pressure upon the Teamsters Union in an 
effort to obtain funds because of the fact 
that there are approximately 450,000 
negroes in the Union. 


Originally King and Hoffa plannep 
to meet on 11/9/66 for a luncheon meeting 
in Hoffa's office in Washington, D. C. 
Because of newspaper publicity concerning 
the planned meeting on 11/9/66, King was 
embarrassed and postponed it for a later 
date. 


Attached briefs results of meet¬ 
ing which finally took place 11/10/66 with 
Union agreeing to assist King. Details 
herein will be furnished by letter to the 
White House and to the Acting Attorney 
General.

The same source advised on November 3* 1966,, that Jones 
and Stanley Levison were in conversation on that date regarding 
SCLC matters. The first matteroconsidered was the luncheon 
appointment^ on November 9* 1966, between Mastin Luther King 
and JameayaHoffa, (Rresident—of—the^r-Qjbhe,rh op (i..Qf Teams.t e rs). 

Jones related that he had been successful in arranging the meeting 
for noon on that date and that it would take place in Hoffa's 
office in Washington, D.C._ j 

Jones told Levison of his recent contact with King 
during which time they discussed the matterof Jessle^fackson 
(Head of the SCLC's operation bread basket in C hica go., ‘ Illinois..!,, 
and how his salary would be paid. Jones said the difficulty over 
his salary was. a question of which organization should actually 
pay him. Levison suggested he meet with Jones over the weekend j 
to discuss this matter as well as other SCLC business.

The May, 1960 issue of the ’’Young Socialist,” (YS),/?age 1 
column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a national 
organization entitled ’’The Young Socialist Alliance” (YSA) was 
established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, The issue stated that 
this organization was formed by the nationwide supporter clubs 
of the publication YS, 

The above issue, page 6, set forth the founding declara¬ 
tion of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only existing political 
leadership on class struggle principles, and that the supporters 
of the YS have come into basic political solidarity with the SWP 
on the principles of revolutionary socialism. 

A source advised on May 23, 1966 that the original YSA 
was an organization formed during October, 1957 in New York City 
by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly members 
and followers of the SWP. The leaders of this group were the 
guiding forces in the establishment of the national organization. 

The source further advised on May 23, 1966 that the YSA 
is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC). The YSA, in reality, is the youth and 
training section for the SWP and the main source of new SWP 
members.

(FBI) Office that Reverend James Orange, SCLC-Staff Member, 
Chicago, has reportedly been attempting to organize a protest 
demonstration to take place at the Cook County Morgue, 1828- 
West Polk Street, Chicago, on November 15,1966. The 
occasion for such a demonstraiion is the inquest to be held 
on November 15, 1966, at the Cook County Morgue into the 
fatal shooting of Richard S. Haggan, an Englewood area 
resident of Chicago, by officers of the Grand Crossing 
District of the Chicago Police Department. This shooting, 
which has been referred to as a ’’murder" by representatives 
or the EAC and CFM, took place on October 28, 1966, during 
the course of an altercation arising from the stopping of 
haggan for a traffic violation by the Grand Crossing Officers 
involved.

Union Department, AFL-CIO, to organize the lower paid and 
unorganized service type workers, predominately Negro, 
in the Chicago area, a confidential source who has furbished 
reliable information in the past, provided the following- 
information on November 14, 1966: 

The CoP, also known as the Community Union 
Center (CUC), has for the past month - month and a half, 
concentrated its organizing efforts toward up-grading 
salaries and v/orking conditions of service type employees 
in various Chicago area hospitals. It is known that a ' 
number of organizational meetings have been held involving 
SCLC personnel, as well as other CFM representatives, and 
some interest has been generated' in various hospitals 
contacted. 


Within the past week or so, however, the Hospital 
Workers Program of the CLP is believed to have fallen 
apart, due to the fact that although considerable 
work has been done by the CLP in interesting various lower' 
salariel hospital workers in the CLP program, the local 
organizers for the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, and Warehouse Men of America (IBT) have attempted 
to capitalize on this initial organizing work and have 
sent IBT organizers around to the same hospitals initially 
contacted by the CLP. The result has been that now a large 
portion of these workers have pledged their affiliation to 
the IBT instead of the CLP.

It was necessary to cancel this meeting,, to have been held v 
at CLP Headquarters, 4002 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago, due 
to the fact that none of those individuals initially 
contacted by the CLP some time ago expressed any interest 
in attending this meeting and none appeared for the 
meeting at CLP Headquarters. It was later learned that 
the reason for this was directly attributable to IBT 
organizing efforts among these same individuals. 

It is not known at this point what direction the 
organizing efforts of the' CLP will take in the immediate 
future because of the controversy surrounding this jurisdictual 
type disturbance which has only recently arisen.

Jones, in describing Hoffa’s attitude during the 
meeting, said he (Hoffa) took a very statesmanlike attitude 
toward the jurisdictional dispute in Chicago (a.dispute^ 
between two labor organizations trying to organize hospital 
workers in that city). In fact, Hoffa promised to enter into 
the dispute on a cooperative basis and agreed that "however 
the jurisdiction falls on the nature of the-work, that*s 
the way they (Teamsters) will take it, even if they (Teamsters) 
only get fifteen to twenty per cent of the workers". 


Levison inquired of Jones what impression Hoffa 
made on King. Jones answered that he (Jones) did not get 
a chance to find out as "they" went their own way when the 
meeting broke. However, in Jones* mind, he (Jones) has never 
met anyone as tough as Hoffa. 


Jones mentioned that Hoffa desires to have an 
association with the civil rights movement where they 
(the Teamsters) are involved in organizing workers as he 
feels there is no trade union movement in this country. 

In fact, Hoffa said the Teamsters were out of the American 
Federation of Labor - Congress of Industrial Organizations 
(AFL - CIO) "not because they (Teamsters) are bandits, but 
because they (Teamsters) refuse to ride around in Cadillacs 
as part of the labor aristocracy". 


According to Jones, during the meeting, a committee 
was organized whose purpose will be to handle matters of 
mutual concern which might arise between the Teamsters and 
the SCLC. Hoffa designated Gibbons (Harold Gibbons) to chair 
the committee. 


Before Jones and Levison ended their contact, they 
agreed to meet on Sunday, November 13, 1966, so that Jones 
could brief Levison in great detail as to what transpired 
during the meeting between King and Hoffa. At Jones* request,

As a result of this comment made during a meeting of the Finance- f 

Committee, a spokesman for the Coord in ating ' Council" of Community ! • 

Organizations (CCCO) had taken esc dpi ioh 9 .indicating that 
this remark on the part of Kaa':d represented at the very least 
a sign of bad faith on the part of the city administration 
with the civil, rights groups, religious and civic groups who 
had concluded an agreement in August, 1966 which resulted in 
the cessation of open-housing marches in Chicago. The spokesman, 
who declined to be identified,was quoted as having stated 
"Short of having some sort of pact Signed in blood, I don't " 
see how Alderman Keane can sav there is no summit agreement.

King continued "Hundreds of thousands of Chicago 
citizens live in slums today awaiting the severities of. winter. 
Last summer they were given the i*ope that their hardship had 
come to an end, that the slums c-.c'ld be eliminated, and that-.- -• 
decent homes would be made available co ail families in all 
neighborhoods. Any attempt to destroy that hope is -an act .of 
cruelty and a betrayal of trus i;, Ylr. people will not stand

King, Levison commented, 
has been given the alternative of appearing on December 1, 1966 , 
or December 9 » 1966. Levison said, however, that since the 
hearings will last for three weeks, he wanted King to appear 
after December 15, 1966 .

Subsequently, on November 29,- 1966, Chicago’s Mayor 
Daley, .held a press conference during which he was extensively 
questioned concerning this matter.

Kanter also informed Levison that she had completed the I 
list of names for Jackson (Jessie Jackson, Director, Department on 
Social Projects and Economic Development, SCLC). Kanter said the 
list contained about sixty names (apparently names of people who 
will be contacted for contributions to the SCLC), 

Levison was asked if he had given any more thought 
to ’’the Christmas card.” idea. He told Kanter that he had studied 
the card entitled "The' Children of Birmingham", but said he 
had not decided whether it should be sent out by the SCLC. He 
said he was conferring with a friend of his, wh<> is knowledgeable 
on copyright matters and upon getting her decision, would decide 
whether the card should be mailed. 


Levison mentioned to Kanter that he had recently 
conferred with Jessie^Jackson and had learned that Jackson was 
getting some good results from Negro businessmen in Chicago,- 
^ IUl nolg., on pledges of $500 and ipi^oOO a year. Jackson mentioned 
to Levison that he urgently needed some sort of plaque he could 
give these businessmen in return for their gifts. Levison 
instructed Kanter to call some companies who make such plaques and 
find out about having, them make some.for the SCLC. 

On November 30, 1966, Stanley Levison and MIchael^iMIller 
of the ford Foundation were in contact, Levison said he hao’y /U tj 
learned that Martin Luther King’s appearance before the group head—/i 
been changed to December 1966.'"'

The same confidential source advised on November 23, 

1966, that Levison and Michael Miller of the Ford 
Foundation conferred on that date, and among the 
things considered was Martin Luther King’s scheduled 
appearance before a hearing in Washington, D.C. 
(apparently concerning some report the White House 
has sent to Congress). Levison said he hoped the 
appearance of King ppuld be put off until after 
December 15, 1966

Miller mentioned that he was planning to bring together 
a group of people next Tuesday (December 6, 1966) to discuss 
matters concerning urban problems. Levison, after being told of 
Miller’s plans, said he would like to bring Dick Russell with him. 
Levison described Russell as a person who has done some very 
interesting work in Hartford, Connecticut, and a very close friend 
of the SCLC. He said he thought Russell could contribute something 
to the meeting. Miller was very receptive to Russell’s presence 
at the meeting. L> 


On November 30, 1966, Levison and Dick Russell were in 
conversation about Martin Luther King’s appearance before the 
Ribicoff hearing (Senator Abraham Ribicoff’s hearing devoted to 
urban problems) on Thursday (December 15, 1966). Levison said 
in view of King’s scheduled appearance, Michael Miller was^havihg 
a few people together next Tuesday (December 6, 1966) to discuss 
and prepare a few things for King. Russell said he would be 
pleased to attend the meeting. 

In discussing another matter, Russell was told by 
Levison that the work on the ’’Freedom Brands” trade mark was 
progressing nicely. Levison said it would be pushed through the 
distributors with a royalty for the SCLC

Levison and Martin Luther King (President of the SCLC) 
were in contact on November 30, 1966. Levison told King that he 
had completed the paper on the guaranteed annual wage and wanted 
to know where he should send it. King said he should send it to 
Chauncy (Chauncy Eskridge, Chicago Attorney) ■U 



King told Levison that after next week (December 4-3.0, 
1966) he wanted to spend the following three weeks working on the 
book he is writing. He asked Levison whether he should try to get 
an advance from Harper. Levison told him that he saw no harm in 
trying to do so, but suggested he contact Harper before he goes 

to some other source, (believed to be alluding to Harper and Row, * 
the publisher. {J 

In discussing their plans for Christmas, King said he 
wanted to spend one week in California, one week in Miami and 
Christmas in Atlanta, Georgia. In January, 196?, King will go to 
Miami or Bimini for a few days to work on his new book.jj 
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Levi son mentioned an article which appears • in the^ 
current issue of McCalls Magazine, and said Joan Daves (publishers/ 
representative) was very upset because she was not contacted 
beforehand. In describing the article, Levison said it had to do 
with the SCLC and King. King said the article was actually writter 
by Junious Griffin (Public Relations Director of the SCLC) and 
that $^00.00 was received by the SCLC for the article. 

Levison told King that Michael Miller of the Ford 
Foundation was getting a group together next week to work on a 
paper for him (king) ,and Dick Russell will assist them. King 
expressed great pleasure in the fact that Russell is now assisting 
the SCLC. I 


One other matter discussed by King and Levison was the 
possibility that Wyatt Walker (former Executive Director of the 
SCLC) might return to the SCLC. Levison pointed out that Walker's 
position as President of the Educational Heritage Company was 
terminated a short time ago and that he is now Chairman of the 
company. Levison said Walker could not live on the salary he 
receives as Chairman,therefore was considering returning to the 
SCLC. King acknowledged that Walker had made mention of the fact 
that he would consider returning to the SCLC, and that he (King) 
was considering placing Walker in charge of the Chicago operations 
of the SCLC. Levison expressed disappointment in hearing this, 
pointing out that he did not think Walker could fill the bill in 
view of his shortcomings. 


Before concluding their discussion, Levison asked King 
if fhe SCLC had received any w $p§iey from the Swedish people. King 
said he recently received/from Sweden that they have $25#000 
which they will send in December.

On December 3* 19°6, a confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that Stanley:Levison and Chauncey (ChaunceywSskridge) Chicago 
attorney and adviser to the SCLC) were in contact on that 
"darter:—Chaucey 1 s main purpose in contacting Levison was 
to inform him that a four million/Federal Housing Administration 
fPHA) credit has been allocated to Martin Luther King 
(President of the SCLC) and the movement, and the Community 
Reactions Foundation is going to process it. 

Chauncey (Chauncey Eskridge) said a group 
of Negroes agreed to put up fifty thousand dollars in seven 
days to form a Four (Pn) Profit Corporation. The fifty 
thousand dollars will capitalize the -.Profit Corporation, 
and it will hire its own personnel, Chauncey said. The 
object of this corporation is to use the fifty thousand 
dolars in its operation ,and to use the four million dollars 
in FHA mortgage insurance credit in "all its different aspectsuj? 
such as, 221D3, rent supplemental or any other means.” He 
said the object of the corporation will be to buy up all 
property and rehabilitate it. . Chauncey pointed out that 
if all four million in credit were used, there would be a 
statutory return to the sponsors, and it would amount to a 
ten per cent return. Continuing, Chauncey enumerated two 
propositions which the SCLC has in connection with the allocation] 
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Southern Christian Leadership Conference 


1. ? If SCLC raises twenty five thousand dollars in 
capital, then the movement (SCLC) would share fifty-fifty 
with the sponsors fee^ 2. If it decided to do nothing, 
then it would take sixty-forty, and in that event, the 
SCLC would get money, and would be only advisory to the 
Four Profit Corporation!' 

Continuing, Chau^ey said he could not recall when 
Negroes had agreed to raise so much money. However, he 
added, on the other hand, if the SCLC could raise twenty- 
five thousand dollars on its own, then either the SCLC 
or its friends would own fifty per cent of the stock. 


The spokesman for the financing group, Chauncey 
said, is the Chairman of the Negro Chamber of Commerce In 
Chicago, Illinoisj, Hg3 s fc4& J Chairftikfli&s r?isls^ r lhe-t money f|?CM 
among the members of the Chamber. 


Levison then questioned Chauncey as to the 
experience of the financing group. Chauncey said there is 
an organization known as Urban .Americav which is a 
foundation benefic:'ent in new housing for Negroes, who 
has hired lawyers by the names of Webster and Gill, to take 
care of matters concerning the FHAiHoan. 

The same confidential source advised on December 3, 
1966, Martin Luther King and Stanley Levison were in contact 
on that date. It was during their contact that King mentioned 
with enthusiasm the fact that the FHA had allocated four j 

million dollars in credit to the SCLC. He then said it(the lojan) 
was imperative that it be made a part of the SCLC program : 
for slum clearance, a program which involves about six 
hundred units. King inquired of Levison if he knew any 
people who could lend the SCLC $25,000. Levison said he 
could personally provide $12,500 immediately, and that he l 
could get the remaining $ 12 , 500 . {

On December 4* 1966 , according to the s§me 
confidential source* Stanley Levison and Richard-Mussell 
of Hartford* Connecticut* were in discussion* during which 
time Levison'"mentTohed*that the SCLC has been allocated a 
four million dollar credit by the FHA. Levison pointed out 
that the money would be spent to rehabilitate slum dwellings 
in Chicago. Levison said that under the allocation 
arrangement* it was calculated so that a ten per cent profit 
could be realized on the mortgage amount* which would amount 
to about four hundred thousand dollars. 

Levison said Martin Luther King wanted to see 
Negro businessmen take a profit on the project* but also 
wants to see the SCLC cut into it because "they" (SCLC) 
were the one.s who ^produced the mortgages. Levison and 
Russell then discussed ways by which the SCLC could form 
a foundation to own the business involved in doing the 
rehabilitation work in Chicago.

On December 12, 1966, the forementioned source 
advised that Martin Luther King and Stanley Levison were in 
contact on that date. The following is in substance what 
transpired: 

King said his contact was in reference to his 
testimony for Thursday (King's testimony before the Senate 
Committee headed bv Senator Abraham Ribicoff Which is 
considering urban matters). Levison told King that he would 
confer that night (December 12, 1966) with Michael Miller 
(Ford Foundation representative) concerning King's appearance. 
Levison said he and Miller would complete their work on 
Tuesday night, and would then submit their work for King's 
comments and observations. 

King said he was still thinking about what he should 
say to the Committee since he did not want to repeat what 
other civil rights leaders have said. Levison agreed that it 
was a problem, but said material coming from academic people 
(apparently alluding to- the people who are working with Miller 
and Levison), which makes mention to the inequality of the 
distribution of income, would be something new. The 
guaranteed income which King will testify about will be new, 
Levison said. Continuing, Levison said that despite all the 
prosperity in the country, the problems of the cities are not 
being solved, therefore, the guaranteed income would be 
something positive to help. 

King said that somehow he must reiterate during his 
testimony that the war in Vietnam is standing in the way of 
the implementation of any of the things h'e urges be done. 

He said he must be strong on this point; that this is an 
open invitation to confusion, chaos, disruptions and riots. 
Levison said King's testimony would have to be analytical and 
passionate at the same time. They agreed that something could 
be done with the guaranteed annual income, giving facts and 
figures to support' ttteir position.'i - -i. ; \ 
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The conference between King and Levison ended with 
King informing Levison that he would probably be in New York 
on Wednesday night (December 14, 1366) to confer with 
Levison before going on to Washington, D. C. on Thursday

Levison then mentioned the four million dollar mortgage <{£0 
commitment approved by the Federal Housing Administration for the{i]^^ 
SCLC's benefit. He said in reference to a need for twenty five Som 
thousand dollars, to get the slum project underway»(the project {^gjo 
for which the money is to be used) that he (Levison) had tahen 
fifteen thousand dollars of his own money, and had received ten cl)p> 
thousand from Dick Russell.

In connection with the slum rehabilitation program 
planned in Chicago, for which the four million dollar Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) loan will be used. King said his 
testimony next week before Congress should point out the need 
for getting the cities to solve the "high density open housing". 
But also. King said, there must be a recognition of a need to 
make the ghetto more liveable because no matter how much open 
housing becomes available, "you" would not get all the poor 
people out of the ghettos.- immediately. Therefore, he said, 
lif® i5i the ghetto must become more liveable and one way to do 
this is to make the ghetto more attractive. 

Levison agreed with King that he must discuss housing 
in conjunction with urban problems when he testifies. He caution 
King against making any. statement that the ghettos should be made 
more liveable., but / ^&ul^ c i*iclude such a statement in a book or 
paper.^ LevisOVl said he was afraid the press would misconstrue' 
what King might say. King agreed with Levison's apprehension and 
agreed not to broach the issue. 

Levison, in continuing his suggestions as to what King 
might say, said he thought King should testify to the need for 
an association of slum dwellers. In explaining, Levison said 
farmers are organized and have a powerful lobby to protect their 
interests; therefore, he thought slum inhabitants should also 
organize and hav^powerful lobby to protect their interests. 

King agreed with Levison and said he would make this suggestion. 

King inquired of Levison if he thought the time was 
ripe te take up the guaranteed income issue. Levison said he 
thought so, as it pertains to the cities and point:'s<3' out that 
since the cities contain the mass of people who live on lower 
phan starvation wages, they should be guaranteed an income. 

Levison said that in supportingthis position,Kin?could point out 
that in the cities "you have the very rich who live In beautiful 
apartment houses and you have the very poor ‘ > who do service work". 
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••‘■J.- On the issue of rehabilitation of slums, Levison asked Kina if 
ne would, recommend that private industry be encouraged to do-;the wot?k 
or a non-profit corporation. King said he thought It. should be 
? combination, and he could not see any way to do rehabilitation 
york without the Government putting millions into it. Private 
agencies also have a great responsibility in this matter. King 
remarked, . 

’ . Levison, in trying to think of other ways to help solve 

th© slum conditions in the big cities, made reference to the 
Office of Price Administration (OPA) during and shortly after the 
second World War. He said the OPA froze the rents on apartments, 
a system which required all apartments to be registered and 
tenancy; so therefore, he saw no reason why that system should not 
be reinstituted. In so doing, Levison said, when an apartment 
became available, instead of the landlord having the right to pick 
his tenant, which would mean a white tenant, the Government agency 
could select the tenant who applied first. Levison said under 
such a system a Negro would have to be accepted if he applied before 
tne white man; this would automatically make for a dispersion of 
vhe slums because a Negro would have the right to be accepted if 
ne made the first application. 

In summing up what King's testimony should include, 

Levison said his proposals would be broken down into three basic j 

parts t housing, education and jobs. Under housing the open housing 
question would be considered; under the education part. King 
would deal with what he considered necessary; under jobs, poverty 
and the guaranteed annual wage would be considered. 

. Levison and King also discussed getting a grant from 
the jH 0ra Foundation, Levison said they (the SCLC) must take a 
fv^PPPoach to getting this grant, and said he was convinced 
that the Foundation is willing to give them one, but said it was 
important^ for the SCLC to lay its plans before the Foundation, He 
then inquired of King what he had planned for the remainder of the 
time he was to be in New York, as he (Levison) wanted King to- 
meet with Michael Miller. King said he had to meet with Joan 
Daves (publishers representative) on WednesdayDecember 7* 1966, to

discuss his new book; on 'Thursday he said he would meet with 
representatives of the Stern Firm (Stern Foundation). Levison 
said Michael Miller would attend the meeting with the Stern 
Firm, so therefore. King could probably talk with him after that 
meeting. Levison suggested that they try to meet with Miller 
on Wednesday before they met with Daves. King agreed to this. 

With regard to Kxng*s meeting with the Stern Firm 
(Stern Foundation), King said the meeting would start at 2:00 p.n 
on Thursday (December 8, 1966} and would last for approximately 
four hours. King said Harry (Harry Wachtel) had arranged the 
meeting with Bess Myerson (former Miss America and television i 
personality). 

Levison and King ended their conference with Levison 
agreeing to meet King in his hotel suite at the New York Hilton 
Hotel, New York, New York at 1:30 p.m., Wednesday. King told 
Levison he was staying in*suite 2511-2513. 

On December 7? 1966, at 1:20 p.m.. Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation observed Stanley Levison enter the 
elevator in the New York Hilton Hotel, New York, New York, which 
goes to the 24“33rd floors. 

Au 2:45 p.m., Levison and King were observed together 
walking through the lobby of the hotel; they went to the entrance 
and took a taxi.

The problems in connection with the tour, according 
to Young, are in the United States rather than in Israel. 

In the event the promotional work in this country is successful, 
there should be a pilgramage of two or three thousand people, 
a factor which could prevent a war. Young remarked. In 
explaining, Youn;g said such a large number of people wohld 
be such a boom to the economy of the countries in question, 
that they could not afford to have a war. 

Levison, in trying to clearly express his feelings 
on the matter of war between Israel and the .Arab countries 
said, "This*' (the present hostilities) is a part of the cold 
war picture; that it’s not merely that the Arabs don't want 
the Jews and that the Jews are determined to stay; and it's 
not on a level of mere prejudice; that, one could even deal 
with Y t if it were". But instead, according to Levison, "one 
has the Arab world, meaning Egypt, Syria and Iraq, with one 
political orientation right now, Israel with another, and 
Jordan, with a third".' Hierefore, when one tdlks about a 
project in Jordan, the project, itself, might be scuttled by 
Arabs because there is an intra-Arab conflict, Levison said. 

Due to this, Levison said he despaired of King finding some 
position to take, because one really has to be a genius in 
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this situation. Young agreed, adding, however, that due to 
King’s position as a Nobel prize winner, he could be 
influential. Levison disagreed, cautioning that King’s 
stature as a Mobel prize winner was not a very important 
factor in this dispute. 

In reverting to the matter of funds to l>e“derived 
from the tour, Levison was of the opinion that a full time 
person should be appointed by King, to supervise and work 
with Conoreta Tours, the agency handling the tour in 
this country. Levison said this was necessary since a very 
substantial amount comes in just as deposits. Concreta 
Tours, Levison said, should pay the salary of the person 
appointed.^ It was agreed between Levison and Young that 
a female with some experience in the travel business, would 
be engaged to work as’a supervisor to insure that the SCLC 
gets all the funds to which it is entitled.

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II. LOCATION OF SCLC OFFICE 
HEADQUARTERS, CHICAGO, AND 
SCLC CHICAGO FINANCES 

The main SQLC«office space in Chicago il maintained 
in the facilities of the Warren Avenue Congregational Church, 

3101 West Warren Avenue, Chicago. This location has been the 
principal headquarters for the SCLC since shortly after its 
arrival in Chicago and sei*ves as principal operating headquarters 
on a day to day basis for the SCLC Chicago project. 

The only other significant SCLC office space at 
present is that maintained at 336 East 47th Street, Chicago, 
a part of the suite of offices maintained at this address 
by the Coordinating Council of Community Organizations (CCCO). 

The latter is a grouping of civil /rights organizations of 
various complexions, that is neighborhood improvement type 
groups as well as civic, religious, and civil rights, all 
involved through this combined operation in the CFM. The 
CCCO was the local organization which invited the SCLC to 
initiate its activities here in the fall of 1965. 

The apartment at 1550 South Hamlin Avenue, which 
was rented in early February, 1966, for the use of MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, JR., is np longer utilized as a working area for 
the SCLCi When in ChiJbag© at present, KING in most instances 
resides with CHAUNCEYiESKRXDGE, J3CLC Lega l Cou nselor^ at.

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III. ORIGIN, OBJECTIVES AND 
PURPOSES OF THE SCLC, CHICAGO 
FREEDOM MOVEMENT _ 


In connection with the initiation in Chicago of the 
SCLC, Freedom Movement, an article appeared in the "Chicago 
Sun-Times" edition off September 2, 1965. The article reflected 
that Doctor KING had decided to make Chicago the initial.base 
of northern operations off the SCLC. It would,work he is under 
the CCOO to help build up a "broadly based non-violent movement". 
The Chicago activities off the SCLC would begin with the issue 
of the alleged segregated school system in Chicago, but would 
not stop there. Reverend ANDREW YOUNG had stated that the SCLC 
would keep its major staff concentration in the north in 
Chicago, which would probably become the target city for the 
problems off the northern Negro. YOUNG noted that the SCLC 
would be in Chicago at the invitation of the CCOO and that an 
advance. : team under the leadership off Reverend JAMES BEVEL 
had Just been sent to Chicago. 

YOUNG stated that ■SCLC was interested in working 
for the social salvation cfi. fch$ .g^rthern Negro and gave the 
following reasons for singTigagr out Chicago for SCLC’s pilot 
northern operations; 



L 
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1) The CCCO was one of the best coalitions of. 
civil rights groups existing anywhere in the country, 

2) Chicago is the second largest city in the nation 
and has within it the overall difficult problems faced by 
every other northern city. If these problems can be solved 
in Chicago, they can be solved anywhere. 

3) A democratic Party organisation‘-exists in' Chicago 

which has the power and. ability to make changes in behalf of 
the people if conscience is sharpened and the issues 

clearly raised before it* . 

4) In Chicago there is strong support from the 
religious community for a social change in civil rights, 

YOUNG stated that the SCLC is well aware of the 
school problems in Chicago, however, considers this the 
smallest beginning in solving the problems of the Negro in 
the ghetto. Schools might represent just the beginning issue 
through which the SCLC would mobilise neighborhood communities 
but would lead to emphasis o?j. 3 . other problems, such as jobs 
and housing, v 


The subsequent information set forth was 
provided CG T-20/pho is thoroughly knowledgeable concerning 
the entire civil rights picture in the Chicago area,. He furnished 
this information on November 29, 1966, 

By late spring and early summer of 1966, the SCLC in 
Chicago was participating with local civil rights groups in 
activities of interest to them, although not yet conducting 
demonstrations and street type activities on a large scale 
basis. The school issue which was originally selected as a 
prime target for SCLC activities did not "catch fire" as 
anticipated, primarily because the principal target of the 
previous summer’s unrest, School. BoardSuperintendent 
BENJAMIN C. Y/XLLIS was already, by late 1965, on record as 
having stated his intention to retire in 1966. 
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The Chicago Freedom Movement, under the generally 
acknowledged leadership of the SCLC and Doctor KING, turned 
increasingly to the open-housing issue and related problems 
of the Negro ghetto dweller. XJnions of slum dwellers into 
pressure groups to deal with so-called slum landlords were 
devised, culminating in the formation of the 'Lawndale Union 
to End Slums and the Garfield Park Union to End Slums . Both 
these groups subsequently achieved some success in their 
dealings with building management firms and negotiated contracts 
and agreements on behalf of tenant groups. This concentration 
on Negro housing problems culminated in the so-called open 
housing marches into various all white neighborhoods in Chicago, 
such as Gage Park and Chicago Lawn, on Chicago's southwest 
side, and the Belmont-Oragih area on Chicago’s northwest 
side. These marches, many of which had in excess of a 
thousand personsparticipating, resulted in numerous incidents 
of violence as the whit© neighborhood residents, as well as 
others attracted to the march areas, protested these marches 
with verbal and physical attacks on the marchers. 

In late, August, 1966, as a result of pressure 
built up through these marches, the city administration of 
Chicago, in the name of police superintendent O.W. WILSON, 
obtained an--in junction which essentially limited the number 

of participants in these marches to no more than 500 persons, 
prevented their taking place during rush hours, and demanded 
a 24-hour advance notification of march plans as to route, 
destination, etc. 

Shortly after this, the CPH, under the leadership 
of Doctor KING, negotiated the so-called "summit agreement" 
with the city administration, in lat© August, 1966. The 
negotiations were participated in by nearly all responsible 
segments of the city, that is clergy, labor, various city 
welfare, housing and social agencies, as well as the CFM. 

The major.portions of this agreement were as follows: 

1) The Chicago Commission on Human Relations would 
require every real estate broker to post a summary of the 
city's fair housing ordinance in a prominant place in the office 
and would increase its enforcement staff. 
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2) The Chicago Real Estate Board will withdraw all 
opposition to the philosophy cff open occupancy legislation at 
the state level with the proviso that this is applicable to 
owners as well as brokers. 

3) The Chicago Housing Authority will scatter 
housing for the elderly throughout the city, would lease 
apartments to place families in the best available housing 
without regard to the racial character of the neighborhood, 

• 1 check scattered sites for future public housing as well 
as attempt to limit the height of future .structures in high 
density areas to eight stories. 

4) The Cook County Department of Public Aid would 
place recipients in the best’housing available, regardless 

of location, within Ijhe ninety day a month ceiling authorized 
by the state legislature. 

6) The Cook County Council of Insured Savings 
Associations and the Chicago 'Mortgage Bankers Association 
will provide electric service ahd tenant mortgage money to 
aii qualified families, without regard to race, for the 
purchase of housing anywhere in metropolitan Chicago 

7) The director of the Community Relations Service, 
Department of Justice, agreed that federal agencies would 
investigate any qomplaints of financial institutions practicing 
racial discrimination, 

8) A joint pledge was made by all religious repre¬ 
sentatives to these summit meetings to educate their membership 
pn the moral necessity of an open community and to work to 

end discrimination among their membership. 

i 

9) Groups such as the Chicago Mortgage Bankers 
Association, the Industrial Union Council, the Chicago 
Federation of Labor are to educate. . their members on the 
importance to them ©if fair housing in the area, 

10) The Chicago Conference on Religion and Race, the 
agency that sponsored the summit conference, would form a 
separate body sponsored by major organisations in the Chicago 
area,, built on the nucleus of the organizations participating in 
the summit conference. This body would act as a watch dog group 

to make sure that open housing would be a continuing policy in 
the city and would try to get open hosing tn aLl Chicago suburbs 
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The above source stated that at the present time 
SCLC activities in Chicago appear to be at a low ebb. The 
unions formed to end slums continue to be active but these 
groups are semi-autonomous, although an arm of the CFM. 

Together with the Englewood Action Committe (EAC) 
the SCLC has entered the urban renewal controversy surrounding 
the extension of shopping facilities at the Englewood Shopping 
Center, 63rd and Halsted Streets, Chicago. The EAC and SCLC 
charge’. that this urban renewal program will necessitate the 
razing of some 600 predominately Negro homes in the area. 
Regular demonstration and picketing activities have taken 
place in Englewood during October and November, 1966, with 
the SCLC playing a leading role. 

The Chicago Labor Project (CLP) has been developed, 
Operating Put of offices at 4002 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago. 
This is a co-operative effort on the part of the SCLC and 
the CCCO, together with professional organizers supplied by 
the Industrial Union Department (IUD), AFL-CXO. The purpose 
of the CLP is to "organise the un-organized” and generally 
to attempt to improve the working conditions and wage levels 
of the lower salaried, custodial employees, predominately 
Negro, in such institutions as hospitals, large retail stores 
and the like. Personnel involved in this project are supplied 
bath by the CFM and labor forces. 

Most recently, the SCLC, in the per^opr of Doctor 
KING has announced.publicly that the SCLC will/sponsor an 
approximate two month Negro voter registration campaign 
in Chicago. This campaign to be led by H03EMj|?5LLlAMS, 

SCLC ' s Direc tor o f Voter _Registrati.on_.and Jg^liLtical Education. 
The SCLC is not to endorse candidates for public office in 
the forthcoming April, 1967 aIdermanic“mayoral elections, 
however. The full extent of this campaign is not yet known, 
'nor is it clear how vigorously this project will be pursued. 
KING has stated that a staff of fifteen or so persons will 
be involved in this campaign. 
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Operation Breadbasket, referred to previously, has 
been active in Chicago since shortly after the SCLC arrival here 
in the Pall of 1965. It is directed at obtaining additional 
employment opportunities for Negroes and is aimed primarily at 
business firms doing business in Negro neighborhoods but who hire 
no Negro personnel or utilise what is considered by Operation 
Breadbasket an insufficient number of Negro personnel and at a 
lower level. Primarily to date Operation Breadbasket has directed 
ftself at large bottling companies, dairies, and, most recently, 
concluded what was considered a victorious bargaining agreement 
With a large grocery chain. JESSIS JACKSON has been primarily 
responsible here for Operation Breadbasket. 


HOSEA WILLIAMS has been referred to above. In 
connection with WILLIAMS, CG T-2& advised in October, 
1964, that an employee of the SCLC Harlem, New York 
office, while in a discussion of SCLC personalities, 
referred to WILLIAMS. It was stated that WILLIAMS, on a

felt he was the ’’cleanest” civil rights leader, that is 
that he had no background in or relations with the ’’left” 
and consequently did not have any antagonistic bloc. 
opposing him. According to CG T—16, he insisted on keeping 
his reputation as such. 
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A special meeting of a club within the JULli nois 
CP \vas held in early June, 1966, and among others, .HENRY 
// WINS TON., Of the Na t io na 1. O f f ice.,_CP,._USA, was present . The 
meeting* had been arranged' to bring WINSTON up to date on the 
problems within tho local civil rights movement in Chicago. (u) 


Buhsequeptfe at this meeting emphasis had been placed 
upon the leadership provided the local freedom movement by 
the SCTC and the CCCO, and the relationship between these two 
organizations themselves was referred to as one of the most 
sensitive probbms facing the movement. The CCCO is composed 
of sbme thirty-five different civil rights groups ranging 
from conservative to militant, of necessity-, rendering the 
building of a united front and purpose extremely difficult. 

The SGLC itself has a full time staff, is verjr mobile and is 
able to move much faster on issues, this in itself creating 
some conflict and friction between the two. The big problem, 
therefore, which has emerged within the freedom movement is 
the building of unit}} with unified positions,on the most urgent 
issues on the part of the leading forces. s t£ ( ,{u) 


Additionally, the labor movement in Chicago was referred 
to at this meeting as not having reacted to tho freedom movement 
in a unified way, Since nrny of these-Mabor groups 
which aro involved, prefer to deal with the 8CLC rather than tbo 
CCCO, again a source of friction between the two insofar as 
unity is concerned.

It was agreed that the solution to the problem of 
unity would represent a real test of the organizational know-how 
of "progressives” in demonstrating their ability to work in a 
united front with so many different philosophies and organizations, 
yet promote a productive movement. Any activity or proposal 
that would tend to strain such a united front should be discarded 
immediately*^^1. ^ 

WINSTON repertory agreed with the summary of the local 
civil rights situation, indicating that he believed tremendous 
power existed within this group, meaning the party, J!

An Illinois CP staff meeting was held in late August,

GEflE TOURNOUR and CLAUDEy-LIGHTFOGT, the latter Illinois CP^ 
Chairman,. This staff meeting was in effect an informal ^dis¬ 
cussion of the current status of the civil rights movement 
in Chicago in an effort to determine some of the problems which 
existed. It was noted that one of the main problems experienced 
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that the movement was in some form of crisis. The crisis 
generally is represented by the clash between those elements 
within the civil rights movement who feel that more power 
should be given to grass roots organizations and individuals, 
and, on the other hand, those that feel the movement should be 
contained through so-called respectable agencies and organiza¬ 
tions. This fcri^s is not necessarily limited to the Chicago 
area, but is reflected nation-wide. {Y ^ 

Events have generally been operating to reduce 
unity within Ino civil rights movement and create confusion 
in the minds of many that unless more people's organizations 
become involved in policy decisions, the movement will not 
be successful. In fact, by contrast, civil rights professionals 
have become pivotal organizations a.nd/or individuals within 
the movement. Such agencies as the Chicago Urban League, 
the Industrial Union Department of the AFL-CIO, along with 
others, have for all practical purposes become tho link 

locally with Dr. KING and the SCLC. The small 
community type civil rights organizations have little o< ho 
voice in determining policy for the civil rights movement. 

Consequently, it was felt that a decision must be 
made on how to maintain the elements of the freedom movement 
coalition as the CP itself fights to strengthen its base among 
the poor and low paid workers. As a resist of the present crisis, 
frustrations have -©ausfitd many to question the wisdom of the 
present operating^structure and the leadership of the CCCO. 

At present there i«r a militant faction within this organization 
whose only claim _tc» leadership is a charge that the present 
leadership has not produced any satisfactory results. At 
present attempts are being made to unify the CCCO and to bring 
some form of clarity as to program and direction. The CP 
at this time does not have any influence, although the Party’s 
opinions are occasionally sought for and respected. The yole 
of the Party within tho local civil rights movement must be 
to give ideological direction, where possible, and to be in 
a position to give material help and manpower, if necessary. Q>< . . 
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One of those present felt that the Party itself 
today does not understand the coalition within the freedom 
movement and the Party has not even resolved its role in 
the Negro movement. It was felt that a'left group?'must be 
formulated within the civil rights movement and the Party 
should issue as soon as possible position papers on various 
problems facing the movement, 


^(U) 


CLAUDE LIGHTF00T, in summary, indicated that he felt 
all those questions previously raised are really part of a 
nation-wide problem. The CP is facing a new stage in the 
struggle for civil rights in this country and this struggle 
requires even higher unity than before. There has been general 
hardening of resistance to the civil rights movement and, 
although some civil rights measures have passed through Congress, 
generally they have not been implemented. There is disorgani¬ 
zation in the Negt'o movement and among the allies of this movement. 
The CP’s role must be to continue the struggle and the argument 
but to do so as though the argument is one within one’s own 
family, with the object-.' not to destroy but to consolidate. 
Locally, the Party must attempt to define the scope of the CCCO, 
that is, what it is and what it cannot do. He recommended that 
the Party concentrate on helping strengthen the operation of the 
various tenant unions which have been formed locally and the 
program of Operation Breadbasket, both of which have economic 
ties in various communities, .Lastly, the Party should not get 
"hung up" within the various factional disputes which exist within 
the civil rights movement, it should not be critical of what the 
movement does, but should offer alternatives to it, The• ' •, 

Party needs to pay attention to the building of its own strength 
withinnthe Negro community. There is no viable Party organization 
in the ghetto and no communists are involved in any of the policy 
making 'decision^ except to an extremely limited degree. ''£2^ (LU

DALEY’s riot, not the SCLC's, and that if Mayor DALEY wanted to do 
nothing about the riots, he then^as the precipitator. LEVISON 
believed SCLC’s role should be to sharply attack Mayor DALEY 
and predicted that the riots would cause DALEY to lose his posi¬ 
tion with the Negro voters and the Negro organizations. 
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LEVISON suggested that a large faction of the J 

Chicago population, including a portion of the Negro middle 
class, are not unhappy about the riots and feel‘"They*re 
giving them what they deserve to get." YOUNG disagreed, 
-j^isisting that most Negroes in Chicago did not feel that way 
and pointed out that DALEY was in a good position even with the 
civil rights groups because his Police Commissioner, ORLANDO 
WILSON, was a "damn good Police Commissioner.MRfifru) 


YOUNG continued that the head cf the Police Fraternal 
Society in Chicago has charged that KING is the cause of the 
current rioting by teaching people disrespect for law and 
order through his advocacy of non-violence. LEVISON insisted 
that responsibility be placed where it belongs and that while 
the focus of emotion might be directed against the police, 
it is the function of YOUNG* s group to point out the police 
are only a part of the municipal apparatus and that the munici¬ 
pal le&derdup has done nothing about the problems of the people. 
LEVISON emphasised that YQ'UNG's group had to turn the riots 
against Mayor DALEY because "They're going to turn it against

They subsequently made contact with the "gang kids" and as 
a result, from the very first day of the riots, SCLC repre¬ 
sentatives were in contact with the rioters, LEVISON said 
that the Chicago riots were well controlled because there 
were leaders and likened the riots to something on the order 
of a demonstration with violence, ICING, according to LEVISON, 
finally got the "gang kids' - ' 5 to go along with a pledge of non¬ 
violence, describing this accomplishment as really remarkable.

Near the latter part of July, 1966, Dr. MARTIN LUTHE 
KING, Jr., and STANLEY LEVISON were in contact. Principally, 
the contact was in regard to fund raising efforts as concerned 
with the SCLC in Chicago. Reference was made to a letter which 
LEVISON had recently prepared for mailing to contributors 
and the contents ©f which were to be run in am advertisement 
in a New York newspaper within a few days. 

According to LEVISON, the advertisement would be 
headlined "’It is Not Enough to Condemn Black Power" and In 
part would read as follows: ^ 

"There may be no means of obviating all rio^s^ 
everywhere this summer. SCLC h&s, however, offered a 
constructive lesson in its recent actions. We Were 
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daring enough to march through Mississippi to give \ 

disciplined expression to burning indignation. In the \ 
face of cries of black power, the SCLC summoned 50,000 I 
Negroes in the sweltering slums of Chicago to assemble ! 
non-vMently for protest and they responded magnificently,' 

LEVXS0N continued that he would state in the article 
that the burden has now shifted to municipal, state and 
federal authorities a&d others i n seats of power* If they 
continue to use the SCLC's non-violence as a cushion for 
complacency, the wrath of those suffering will arise and its 
consequence could be an unmanageable social disorder. 

At KING’S suggestion LEVXS0N stated he would handle 
the Chicago riots in the advertisement by noting how ironic 
it was that four days of riots occurred because of an attempt 
to shut off a water hydrant. After the riots the city quickly 
found $10,000 for portable swimming pools, but meanwhile, 
the state was spending one million dollars each day for support 
of the National Guard which was called out during the riots. 

LEVISON thee cautioned KING that the main purpose of the 
advertisement was the subject of Black Power versus non—vjoLence 
and it would not be advisable tosay too much on the subject* 
of the Chicago riot, 

LEVXSON then told KING that he felt an examination 
was due concerning the status of the civil rights movement 
in relation to the whole decade. He felt this was due to a 
very fundamental change In the whole white power structure 
Th£ civil rights movement now was reaching an area where 
it was not easy for the power structure to give cheap victories 
and concessions because in so doing, it paid for them in either 
money, political influence or a substantial change in the 
social relationship, LEVISON noted that the mayors of the 
nation’s three largest cities, New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles, had hardened and insisted that there was a reason why 
they were so firm in not making concessions at this time, LEVI¬ 
SON said that they were coming to "bardrock” and it was importan 
to realize it in order to understand what kind of conditions 
were possible.

W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 



A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself ij 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout %he United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: "it is our belief 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 
American democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces 
in coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people," 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the 
NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as of May, 
1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members of 
the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

in accordance with the highest American democratic institutions, 
traditions, and ideals. 

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in the 
Souith where it began as the educational wing of the SCHW, organized 
in 1938 to work for economic and political reform. When the 
SCHW disbanded in the late 1940's, SCEF continued as an independent 
organization, rallying support for integration and democracy and 
helping to stimulate and nurture new movements of the early 
1960's. The SCEF maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty 
years, but in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party Functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 

1961, that the Communist Party is'not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF. 
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A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June S, 1966, that during the time that the SCHW was .in 
existence members of the Communist Party were members of and 
worked actively in the SCHW; however, since the formation of 
the SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged to 
work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization^ which he considers a 
Communist Party front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on 
the racial issue. 

CARL BRADEN and ANNE BRADEN, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted former 
member of the Communist Party, on December 13, 1954, in her 
testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in- the prosecution 
of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute, as members of 
the Communist Party in Louisville, Kentucky, from January, 1951, 
to December, 1954. 

.A third* source advised on May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS, a Communist Party functionary, expressed great 
admiration for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which 
they are affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF 
is the best organization in the South as far as doing effective 
work is concerned and that they have a better idea of what 
they are doing, where they are heading, and influence other 
organizations for the better. 

The second source also advised on June 8, 1966, that 
many people who are officials and supporters of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists*

of Pilot Project For $4“Millioa Dollar Stem Rehabilitation Here." 
The article reflected generally that at this press conference 
King had outlined details of a program, federally sponsored, 
to rehabilitate stems in three Chicago neighborhoods. King 
and others had originally proposed such a program after the 
West Side racial disturbances in Chicago in July, 1966, and 
had sought th© financial backing of the United States Department 
of Housing and Urban Developments (HKD). The continuing talks 
between Doctor King and HUD's Secretary, Robert C. Weaver, had 
resulted in the earmarking by idJUU ©f four million- dollars for 
a- low interest. Federal Housing' Administration (FKA) insured 
loan. 


King described this venture as a pilot project 
during this press conference where he was flanked by proje'ct 
associates and the director of the Chicago Office of the FHA. 

King stated that the proposal was developed primarily by the 
Community Renewal Foundation, a private, not for profit, agency, 
engaged in neighborhood improvements. The mortgager for this 
project is the Sivart Mortgage Company, a Negro owned firm. 

King had stated that the Chicago Freedom Movement 
will set up a development corporation with directors in this 
corporation representing the SCLC, the Coordinating Council 
of Community Organisations (CCOD), local businessmen and 
persons drawn from the three communities in which the rehabilita¬ 
tion will take place. He stated that $100,000 in "seed capital", 
would be raised to charter the ©orporation. This corporation 
will seek to rehabilitate approximately 500 family-size units 
in apartment buildings located in the Lawndale, East Garfield 
Park and Kenwood-*Oakland neighbor heeds. The unique aspect of 
this project, according to King, was in the fact that the 
rehabilitated, low rent housing would then be turned over to 
co-operative organisations to be subsequently administered by 
the community co-ops themselves.

Fund, Inc. (SCEF). 

"The Southern Patriot" was .cited as an "organ" of the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947; 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee bn Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on 
June 12, 1947. ' 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, .1946, changed the name of that organization to the 
SCEF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the 
educational and cultural standards of the Southern people 
in accordance with the highest American democratic institutions, 
traditions, and ideals,* • 

• The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in the 
«cu 2 ;fc where it began as the educational wing of the SCHW, organized 
in 1938 to work for economic and political reform. When the 
FCiX disbanded in the late 1940’s, SCEF continued as an independent 
organization, rallying support for integration and democracy and 
helping to stimulate and nurture new movements of the early 
ItoO’s. The SCEF maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty 
years, but in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGRTFOOT, a Communist Party Functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist- Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 

1961, that the Communist Party is* not connected v/ith any 
'progressive movement but indire.ctly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF.

A second source, who is familiar with some phases ^ 
of Communist Party activity in the Nov/ Orleans area, advised 
on June S, 1963, that during the time that the SCHtf was .in 
existence members of the Communist Party were members of and .

\,.*e SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged to 
work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
;regressive, liberal organization, which he considers a 
Communist Party front organization because it has gone along 
Vith the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on 
the racial issue. 

CARL BRADEN and ANNE BRADEN, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted former 
member of the Communist Party,’ on December 13, 1954, in her 
testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in- the prosecution 
of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute, as members of 
the Communist Party in Louisville, Kentucky, from January, 1951, 
'■'o December, 1954. 

.A third source advised on May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS t a Communist Party functionary, expressed great 
admiration for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the'SCEF, with which 
they are affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF 
, the best organization in the South as far as doing effective 
work is concerned and that they have a better idea of what * . 

vlicy are doing, where they are heading, and . influence other 
organizations for the better. ’ ' '

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 


The "Guide to Subversive Organizations 11 , revised,! 
December 1, 196 1, pp, 43-44, describes this committee as 
fellows; 

"The Citizens Committee to preserve American 
Freedom/t * * ** specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an'identified Communist' who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by -.'lother front in New York -.City, the Emergency Civil 
L.-.berties Committee. 



"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the ,-Party ’-s recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens ‘Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee, 

Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 

At this time, leaders of. the party's Southern 
California District, were.mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in'an intensified campaign to abolish 
ohls committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in,this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California- 
District Council on September? 21, 1958, Mrs. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as concessional 
committee witnesses could not,appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without -creating the impression that the party 
was conspiring with witnesses to withhold information from 
the committee." . - ’ ■

the following citation regarding the National Committee to 
Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 

"Cited as a ’new organization' set up in the Summer 
of 1960 to lead and direct the Communist Party’s ’Operation 
Abolition' campaign. Seven of the national leaders of this , 
group have been identified as Communists.

A source has advised that'the NCAUAC changed its name 
on March 3, 1962, to include the word "House” in its name, 
thereby becoming known as the National, Committee to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee.(NCAHUAC).

1964, a group of young people who attended the founding convention 
of the W C E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA), met in Chicago and 
adopted a statement of purpose and constitution forming the DCC 

as an affiliate of the national DCA. 

This source further advised that at a meeting of the 
Chicago Area of the Midwest Region of the DCA held April 3, 

1965, the boundary of the Chicago Area was established to 
include all of Illinois north of Springfield, Illinois, and all 
of Indiana. At this meeting, TED PEARSON was elected Area 
Coordinator„ 


A second source advised on May 9, 1966, that as of 
I^ay, 1966, TED PEARSON, Chairman of the Youth Club of the 
Communist Party (CP) of Illinois, continued to be the Chicago 
■urea Coordinator of the DCA, and the official headquarters is 
located at the PEARSON apartment, 1808 North Cleveland Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

The second source advised that there are currently 
two clubs operating in the Chicago Area, one on the west side 
and the other on the near north side. The west side club operates 
a club house known as the West Side Freedom Center at 2908 West 
Madison Street which is open seven days a w<$ek to the teen-agers 
on the west side.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1983, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
Vv<*e told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
•socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
ti.ro the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
i'cte.'.aed this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: "it is our belief 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
ieac.ved mainly through the united efforts of- all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
v/hites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 
American democracy comes from the rapist and right wing forces 
an coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people.** 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee- (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the 
1-TEC has varied; however, according to a third source as of May, 

1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members of 
the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at ISO North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois. j

A PETITION TO THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF .THE IJNITED STATES 


We, -the undersigned,'petition the House of Representatives of 
the United States to stop the Committee on Un-American Activities 
from carrying out its plan to investigate uprisings-in the black 
ghettoes of this country. 

The Committee claims to be looking for "subversive elements 
"Communists doing the work of Moscow or Peking." It says it will not 
investigate the civil-rights movement unless it finds that a "...civil-' 
rights group is actually controlled and dominated by Communists." 

Yet, as Southerners, we know from experience that the Committee 1 s 
viewpoint is that Communists are responsible for -all snovements for 
social change. 

For 28 years. Southerners working for political and economic 
democracy have been labelled Communists or Communist dupes by the 
Committee. It has always proposed legislation to repress activists 
rather than to remedy social injustice. The Committee insinuates that 
ideas and movements concerned with ending the problems of racial in¬ 
justice in our society are'treasonous. This attitude has resulted in 
an atmosphere in which unknown numbers of Southerners have hidden their 
desire to end racism because they feared harassment and loss of their 
jobs or their lives. 

Therefore, we feel it is our responsibility to warn the rest of 
the country about the danger of this Committee. We see no reason why 
its investigation into urban disturbances would have different results. 

Two Southern segregationists on this Committee will be in'charge 
of overseeing the preliminary investigation. One of them. Represen¬ 
tative John Buchanan of Alabama, recently called the use of civil dis¬ 
obedience by the civil-rights movement a cause of outbreaks in the 
urban ghettoes. 

If the civil-rights movement has had any part in.these uprisings, 
it is by reminding America of what it says it is — a land of equal 
opportunity and justice for all -- and what it truly is for one-fourth , 
of its people -- one of poverty, unemployment, unequal education and 
injustice. For a fourth of these poor people, there is the added tor¬ 
ment of hatred and discrimination against them because they ^re black. 

These, not some.vague external conspiracy, are the problems our 
government should be investigating in the name of our national interest.

\ Williams* was identified as head of the voters 
registration campaign being launched in Chicago by the 
SCLC.

Williams had stated at this rally that registration 
goals had originally been set for 225,000 unregistered

had rejected requests made by the CFM for additional Ward 
registration booths in predominantly Negro areas, Williams 
stated that the registration drive is expected to cost about

> A combined meeting of the local Chicago SCLC staff 

and SCLC voters registration personnel was held in Chicago 
on January-24, 1967. Present at this meeting were Hosea 
Williams and Ralph Abernathy, the latter Vice-President, SCLC, 
as well as James Bevel, Director, Chicago SCLC staff, Bevel's 
wife Diane and additional members both of the local staff and 
voters registration people, the latter primarily from out of 
Chicago. 

. The meeting was devoted primarily, to a discussion 
of the current registration campaign, with somewhat general 
agreement among the twenty to twenty-five persons in attendance 
that the results of the campaign have been disappointing in 
~ ‘ terms' of Negroes registered.' Only four Chicago'civil rights 
groups have reacted to the campaign with enthusiasm, namely, 
the West Side Organization, the Oakland Committee for Community 
Improvement, the Englewood Action Committee, and the Lawndale 
Union to End Slums. The Lawndale Union to End Slums is for 
all practical purposes a part of the SCLC locally while the 
Englewood Action Committee is being directly assisted by the. 

SCLC forces here 4$*;-. periodic ^ demonstrations in the Englewood 
area over an urban renewal controversy• 

Other local civil rights and neighborhood, groups 
have exhibited the most lukewarm enthusiasm fof the program, 
either because of faulty communications, or because of a feeling 
that in the final analysis any Negroes registered locally will 
only end up voting Democratic, that is,for the incumbent mayor 
Richard J. Daley, anyway. >■ Little organized effort is known 

to have been expended On the part of Williams, nominally the 
director of this drive,to enlist the support of the numerous 
civil rights and church oriented groups, many of which are 
connected with the Coordinating'. Council .for Community Organizations, which 
group originally invited the SCLC to Chicago in the first 
place.

Another factor which has-handicapped the voters 
registration effort has been the friction which has 'been present 
between the local SCLC staff, under the .direction of Bevel, 
and.the voters registration personnels almost all of whom only 
recently arrived in Chicago. This has not resulted in any 
real lack of communication but rather in very limited participation 
and support of the campaign by the established SCLC staff. Baring 
this meeting this friction was recognised and it was agreed 
that the local staff would lend every.possible assistance and 
support to the drive in its final stages. • 

Another decision reached at this January 24, 

1967 staff meeting was that efforts would’ be made to bring an 
additional fifty or so voters registration personnel into 
Chicago by January 25, 1967, These people are to come from 
Alabama and Mississippi and although some are to be regular 
SCLC personnel,most would be community residents in these areas 
who have had experience working on voters registration drives 
in their local areas. The source advised that it is considered 
very unlikely that anything approaching this number of people 
could be induced to come to Chicago to participate in this drive 
which has only a limited number of days left to operate. Williams 
and Abernathy are to personally handle‘.the effort to get these 
people to Chicago. During the meeting Williams noted that another 
fifty workers would mean that in the concluding pb&se of this 
campaign a total of one hundred forty persons, this inclusive of 
local Chicago, residents and all others, would be working in one 
way or another on the drive.

As of January 23, 1967, the voters registration 
office.maintained at the Board of Election Commissioners in 
Chicago’s Loop was closed and subsequent to that date, until 
January 31, 1967 all registration must be in local neighborhood 
registration places. 


The source advised that in the opinion of a number 
of persons knowledgeable concerning the lpcal freedom movement, 
this voters registration effort is considered a dismal failure 
And the effort to get additional personnel here is an attempt 
to end it. on a successful note 

Subsequent to January 81, 1967 all voters.registration 
personnel presumably will depart Chicago for their home, areas.' 

No demonstration type activities of any kind are contemplated, 
for the remainder of the registration campaign. According to 
this source the local SCLC staff has no organized program for 
activities subsequent to February 1, 1967 and functions at the 
present time almost on a day to day basis. Bevel holds only 
occasional staff meetings or workshop.sessions and provides .little 
actual leadership to the activities of the local staff, confining 
most of his efforts to public speaking*engagements before various 
local churches and civic groups.

Levison did not think Rustin should be 
entrusted with the task since, in Levison's opinion, Rustin is 
very weak on the subject of Viet Nam. Instead of Rustin writing 
the speech for King, Levison felt that Tom Offenberger, of the 
Public Relations Department of the SCLC should ■write the speech. 







As a guide in preparing the speech, Levison told 
Mo Donald to have Offenberger use the transcript of the 
Ribicoff Committee hearing of December 15, 1966, during which 
King testified on urban affairs. It was during his testimony that 
King had some strong remarks concerning the involvement of the 
United States in the Viet Nam war. 


On February 8, 1967? according to the aforementioned 
source, Clarence Jones and Stanley Levison were in contact 
concerning Martin Luther King’s trip to California later during 
the month. Jones wanted to advise that King could pick up 
approximately $10,000.00 for the SCLC if he would be willing to 
go to a little extra trouble. In explaining, Jones said he 
recently talked with A1 Cannon of California, who mentioned 
that many people are expecting King in California, including forme|? 
Governor Brown. These people, according to Jones, desire King 
to dine with Governor and Mrs. Brown and then make a brief 
speech after dinner. It was Jones* belief that many “of those 
who attend the dinner would be very wealthy individuals. It 
was Levison*s feeling that King would not be able to make the 
dinner but could possibly make it for cocktails about 9:00 PM, 
Anyway, Levison told Jones to relay the information to Dora 
Me Donald, who in turn could find out from King if he can make 
it.

In order to rebut that statement, Levison instructed _ : 

Offenberger to prepare a list of all the activities in which 
the SCLC is involved in the South. In preparing the list, 
Levison commented that he wanted it to show activity on the 
part of affiliates’ and local grop^Sas a result of past 
activity. As an example of what he had in mind, Levison 
mentioned that Young had told him about a farmers cooperative 
which an Albert Turner recently organized in the South. 

Levison contended that in publicizing this type of activity, 
it would show that the direct action movement left these 
very important pools of support where the local people are 
carrying on. Levison suggested that Offenberger prepare an 
article incorporating the information about their activities, 
then he, Levison, would try to get it printed in "The New York 
Times” magazine section. Levison felt that if such an article 
were published, it would refute the statements contained in 
"The New York Times" article. 

Levison inquired of Offenberger as to how many 
people the SCLC has in the South. Offenberger was of the 
opinion that about 50 people are actually considered as SCLC 
workers, including the field secretaries. Most of these, 
according to Offenberger, are in Grenada and Wilcox Counties, 
Alabama, where they work in the poverty program.

The address for the SCO is reflected therein as 
3101 West Warren Boulevard, Chicago, which is the location 
of the Warren Avenue Congregational Church, local headquarters 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference. 

Further relative to the SCO, an article appeared- 
in the April 18, 1967, edition of the ’’Chicago Daily News," 
a daily Chicago newspaper. This article reflected that negotiations 
were then under way for Staughton Lynd. to spend the next year 
in Chicago, to serve on the faculty of a unique "School of - 
Community Organization.” 

Lynd was described as the Yale University professor 
and violent anti-Viet Nam war protestor who took, an unauthorized 
'peace mission" trip to Hanoi, North Viet Nam, in 1966. As a 
result, Lynd temporarily lost his United States passport. 


The school referred to in this article was being 
organized by groups such as the Coordinating Council of 
Community Organizations (CCCO), a local civil rights group;

During this interview 
he also stated that while at Harvard University, in 
1947 and 1948, he had been a member of the John Reed Club. 

For approximately a year of this period, he had served as 
secretary of the John Reed Club. . , 

The AYD, referred to above, has been designated 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

it is known today, came into being at a founding convention ■ 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. .The ,SDS is an 
association of young people on the left-and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for. 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to. 
"radically transform” the university community, and.provide 
for its complete control by students. GU£> HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by.a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of. 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us," 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. . In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are -i 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national .

W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 


A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist. Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the pur¬ 
pose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would, hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of. this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: "it is our belief . 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for. 
all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
reached mainly through the united efforts of.all democratic 
elements in cur country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 
American democracy comes from the racist and.right wing forces 
in coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people." 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the 
NEC has varied; however, according - to a third source as of May, 
1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members 
of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

The effective organizer. here, in Chicago needs to know a consid¬ 
erable amount of ’’hard information" about welfare law, urban re- 
newal practices and plans, the rights of a citizen when arres'ted,.

services, and so on. This research function of the School, is an 
; • important'one and is the area where, right now, college students' 

and professors with communicative and analytical.skills can con- 
tribute most effectively. If students and professors are at all 
serious about participating in the process of social change in- 
Chicago, now is the time to make their skills available. A staff 
of individuals working with the Freedom Movement is striving to 
define for the School the information needs of the communities.' 
They are working with and assisting those students and professors . 
who are involved in the actual task of gatherings and collating, 
this widely, scattered information. Right now and;; continuing on 
through the summer, a great deal- of help and energy is needed

A redistribution of economic 
and political power and a

The civil rights struggle 
began as a struggle for free¬ 
dom and an end to segregation, 
Dr. King told members of the 
Chicago Headline crltib and the 
Cine ago chapter of the Public 
Relations Society of America in 
the Sherman House* 

Enters New Phase 

“Today we are in a new 
phase of the civil rights move¬ 
ment,” he said. “With the 
Selma fAla.] movement and 
thov voting, rights bill, the 
struggle for freedom for 
Negroes came to an end, and 
we have entered a struggle for 
equality.' 7 

This struggle will not end 
until there has been a redistri¬ 
bution of economic and political 
power in the country, he said. 

“In our struggle for equality

there, arc many white persons, 
who were with us in-Monk' 
goincry, Atlanta,’ and Selma 
who won't be with' us/’ he said. 
“They are people who were 
a g a i nst something-against 
segregation—but they are'.not 
for g e n ui n e equality for 
Negroes.” 

Cites backward Steps 

Dr. King said there has never 
been “a commitment on the 
part of the vast amount of 
white America for equality for 
Negroes.” With each step the 
Negro was allowed to take for¬ 
ward, he also took backward 
slips, said Dr. King. 

T White America has bee n/ 
lacking on fundamental con-' 
sUlytional rights for Negroes 
for 300 years,” he charged. 
This, he said, has caused frus¬ 
tration and cl e s p a i r among 
Negroes. 

“Anger and despair often 
lead to riots/ 5 be said. Bui 
riots, he warned, “arc self-de¬ 
feating and socially destruc¬ 
tive and black rioting can 
mean Jblack suicide.” 


Dr, King said he will go “all- 
out” to see that Illinois passes 
a “strong housing bill — not!a 
weak one.” He said he' has’ 
been “encouraged” by - the 
work of the Leadership Council 
for • Metropolitan. Open Com¬ 
munities during the last two 
months, and praised its efforts 
to implement last summer's 
open housing agreement. . ; 

However, Dr. King attacked 
the board of education for re¬ 
fusing to allow schools to pass 
out open housing pledges to 
students, and urged the board 
to call a special meeting “to 
reconsider and deal with this 
problem.” ‘ 

Dr. King said he would work ‘ 
as vigorously . in Chicago (/;is 
summer as he did last sum¬ 
mer, hut he failed to say - 
whether he. would follow thru 
on his threat to ’hold massive 
demonstrations. :
